TWENTIETH-CENTURY LITERATURE 
Il. STUDIES OF INDIVIDUAL WRITERS 


Or the prose writers and poets of the past half century Bernard Shaw and 
T. S. Eliot have been the most exposed to commentators, both abusive 
and adulatory; and in view of the eager praise bestowed on him by a host 
of other verse writers and by critics since 1920, Gerard Manley Hopkins 
(1844-89), who is otherwise outside our period, calls for passing mention 
here, since the continuing flow of commentaries is growing into a sub- 
stantial Hopkins library, to which his Catholic co-religionists have 
contributed largely. 


The aim of the following list is to indicate only one or two of the more 
enlightening works on each of the authors named, who are taken chrono- 
logically by birth date. The British Council itself provides a long series (still 
in progress) of brief but uncommonly useful aids to literary study in the 
Supplements to British Book News, published separately at monthly intervals. 
Each has an introductory essay on the author, followed by a bibliography of 
his works and of writings on him. The twentieth-century group includes: 
Thomas Hardy (by R. A. Scott-James), Bernard Shaw (A. C. Ward), Joseph 
Conrad* (Oliver Warner), Rudyard Kipling (Bonamy Dobrée), Arnold Bennett 
(Frank Swinnerton), G. K. Chesterton* (Christopher Hollis), Bertrand Russell 
(Alan Dorward), Somerset Maugham (John Brophy), G. M. Trevelyan 
(J. H. Plumb), John Masefield (L. A. G. Strong), E. M. Forster* (Rex Warner), 
D. H. Lawrence* (Kenneth Young), T. S. Eliot (M. C. Bradbrook), Sir Osbert 
Sitwell (Roger Fulford), Edith Sitwell* (John Lehmann), Ivy Compton- 
Burnett (Pamela Hansford Johnson), Elizabeth Bowen* (Jocelyn Brooke) 
(1950 onward, Longmans for the British Council: titles starred, 2s. each; 
others 1s.6d. each). 


Fittingly the life of Samuel Butler (1835-1902) broke into the twentieth 
century, which was soon to acclaim him as the chief forerunner of the new 
age in his self-appointed office as smasher of Victorian idols, domestic, 
scientific, and academic. His Erewhon (1872) had turned upside down much 
current thinking; he fought a determined rearguard action with Darwin 
on the theory of natural selection; he insisted that the Odyssey was composed 
by a woman. Then when his novel, The Way of All Flesh, written long 
before, appeared posthumously in 1903, its satirical attack on the probity 
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and authority of parents shocked most of the elders but delighted their 
iconoclastic juniors. C. E. M. Joad’s Samuel Butler (1924, Leonard Parsons) 
concentrates attention on him as a theorist who ‘belittled reason and insisted 
on the importance of possessing right instincts’ and aimed at the overthrow 
of the professional expert. Samuel Butler and ‘The Way of All Flesh’ by 
G. D. H. Cole (1947, Arthur Barker, 7s.6d.), in addition to considering him 
as a satirist and examining his ideas on ‘creative evolution’ (Butler’s counter- 
blast to Darwin’s ‘survival of the fittest’) and on the relationships of parents 
and children, has a final chapter ‘ Le Style, c’est homme’ which sums him 
up as a literary stylist who achieved forcefulness in his prose by a ‘penny 
plain’ directness and economy. 

Much information bearing upon the methods of Thomas Hardy 
(1840-1928) as novelist and poet can be found in Florence Hardy’s The Early 
Life of Thomas Hardy 1840-1891 (1928, Macmillan, tos.6d.) and The Later 
Years of Thomas Hardy 1892-1928 (1930, Macmillan), in the writing of which 
Hardy himself is now known to have had a direct and extensive part. The 
first critical study was by Lionel Johnson in 1894, The Art of Thomas Hardy 
(enlarged edition 1923, John Lane); the most useful of the later books are 
Thomas Hardy by Edmund Blunden (1941, Macmillan, 5s.)—covering 
his origin and upbringing in Dorset, his young manhood in London, 
and his novels, poems, and the great epic drama The Dynasts—and Lord 
David Cecil’s Hardy the Novelist (reprinted 1950, Constable, 7s.6d.) which 
eschews the psychologically or politically purposive type of criticism and 
approaches the books as works of art to be read as a satisfying experience. 


Critics have unenterprisingly fought shy of the study of George Moore 
(1852-1933), whose double reputation is noted in Charles Morgan’s Epitaph 
on George Moore (1935, Macmillan), a fragment of what would have been a 
full-scale work if the author had been permitted access to certain important 
documents, as Moore had wished. George Moore’s Esther Waters (1894) 
introduced a lush realism into modern English fiction, while with his later 
novels—particularly The Brook Kerith (1916) and its successors—he brought 
into prose literature “a new cadence and discipline, a new reconciliation 
between the written and the spoken word’. 


Among the multitudinous writings on Shaw (1856-1950) G. K. 
Chesterton’s George Bernard Shaw (2nd edition 1935, John Lane, 7s.6d.; 
Guild Books edition, reprinted 1951, 1s.6d.) is a kindly, exuberant, 
characteristically light-headed personal statement of a man of talent about 
a man of genius; Archibald Henderson’s George Bernard Shaw: His Life and 
Works: A Critical Biography (1911, Hurst & Blackett), the first authorized 
study, contained many important illustrations; Frank Harris on Bernard Shaw 
(1931, Victor Gollancz) was scrutinized and amplified by Shaw himself; 
Bernard Shaw: His Life and Personality by Hesketh Pearson (2nd edition 
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1950, Collins, 8s.6d.) also had Shaw’s approval; Bernard Shaw by A. C. Ward 
(1951, Longmans, 10s.6d.) surveys the whole of Shaw’s work to the time 
of his death—plays, prefaces, novels, and miscellaneous prose. 

The place of Joseph Conrad (1857-1924) in literary history as the first 
writer in English (pace Henry James) to approach novel-writing as a 
deliberate art has still to receive adequate critical attention, and very few 
of the growing number of books on him have so far been more than 
tentative. G. Jean Aubry’s Joseph Conrad: Life and Letters (1927, Heinemann) 
prints many enlightening observations by Conrad on his art; The Great 
Tradition: George Eliot, James, and Conrad by F. R. Leavis (1948, Chatto & 
Windus, 12s.6d.) includes a long essay that goes far towards establishing 
Conrad’s right to a position among novelists of the front rank. An informed 
sea-going eye is turned upon his work in Joseph Conrad by Oliver Warner 
(1951, Longmans, 10s.6d.); he takes Nostromo as the peak achievement of 
this unique genius, who went Englishless from Poland to become at length 
a master first of English ships and then of the English language. 


A. E. Housman (1859-1936), Latinist and poet, remains a psychological 
enigma, though with A Shropshire Lad (1896) and later small books of verse 
he attained wide popularity, through his skill in presenting a hard-cased 
melancholy in often sardonic yet appealing lyrics. It is not yet determined 
whether or not his apparent stoicism was in truth sentimentality in 
masquerade, nor what personal stresses constricted his poetry. But in at 
least a few pieces he touched greatness, saying very much very concisely, 
and some future critical estimate may revive his lessening reputation. His 
first publisher, Grant Richards, offered a personal record in Housman 
1897-1936 (1941, Oxford University Press), with some critical and other 
notes in appendices by various hands. 


On the opposite side of the fence from Bernard Shaw the socialist, 
Rudyard Kipling (1865-1936) the imperialist was during most of his life 
subjected to more political than literary criticism. When British imperialism 
has become an historical relic, more attention will undoubtedly be given to 
Kipling’s merits as a writer. The intellectualists, who thought him noisy 
and vulgar and had long before put him on their index expurgatorius, were 
disconcerted by T. S. Eliot’s balanced assessment in A Choice of Kipling’s 
Verse (1941, Faber, 12s.6d.), and subsequent comment has been less dis- 
respectful. The most judicial of the later studies is Hilton Brown’s Rudyard 
Kipling: A New Appreciation (1945, Hamish Hamilton, 1os.6d.), which is 
both personal and critical; but it still leaves the field wide open for a 
thoroughgoing analysis of Kipling as poet and writer of fiction. 


H. G. Wells (1866-1946) was also for years a political storm-centre, but 
critics are now much less repelled by his unorthodoxy than by his volubility. 
He was a good novelist gone wrong; and it can be added that he went 
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wrong about 1911. Until the lumber of his remaining thirty-five years’ 
writings has been sorted by some tireless and boldly perceptive investigator, 
the needed critical study of Wells cannot be made. Norman Nicholson 
was too sweeping when he said, in H. G. Wells (1950, Arthur Barker, 
7s.6d.), ‘As for style he had none’: he had a style, but threw it away under 
the spell of the heresy that good writing is a luxury toy. Arnold Bennett 
(1867-1931), at the other extreme, cared intensely for good writing but 
was frequently distracted by his love of material luxury. The problem, as 
Walter Allen sees in Arnold Bennett (1948, Arthur Barker, 7s.6d.), is to 
distinguish between ‘his luxury novels’ and those few which (like The Old 
Wives’ Tale) are irreproachable literature among his ‘some forty-one novels 
and volumes of short stories’. Over-production is again a daunting factor 
in the ninety or so volumes by G. K. Chesterton (1872-1936), whose lifetime 
eminence is unlikely to be confirmed by posterity; but it will be sad if his 
journalistic facility, his quirks and capers, obscure his excellence as a writer 
of satirical and humorous verse, fun with the point and the edge of a stiletto. 
A larger claim is made confidently by Hilaire Belloc, however, in On the 
Place of Gilbert Chesterton in English Letters (1940, Sheed & Ward). 


Considering the esteem in which Sir Max Beerbohm (1872- ) has been 
held for half a century it is surprising that Bohun Lynch’s Max Beerbohm in 
Perspective (1921, Heinemann)—on his writings and caricatures, by a writer 
and caricaturist—has had no followers. Walter de la Mare (1873- _) is 
unique in present-day literature in retaining not only his popularity but 
also the highest critical respect, despite the vagaries of contemporary taste 
in relation to poetry. The elusiveness of his manner in both verse and prose 
is interpenetrated with elements of profundity which only a singularly 
responsive critic could interpret without impertinence. Of the books so 
far written on him, Forrest Reid’s Walter de la Mare (1929, Faber), though 
of comparatively early date, has not been bettered. The spareness of the 
output of E. M. Forster (1879- )—five novels, three books of short 
stories, and a small amount of miscellaneous prose—has not debarred him 
from an influential position in this century’s literature, especially as a novelist 
admired by other novelists. Lionel Trilling’s E. M. Forster: A Study (1944, 
Hogarth Press, 7s.6d.) analyses admirably a writer whose virtues are not 
immediately apparent to all. 


For at least a generation ahead, English novelists are certain to walk in 
the shadow—or the light:—of Virginia Woolf, who brought a poet’s acute 
awareness to the practice of fiction, writing prose of a rarefied beauty, but 
not producing, perhaps, good novels if the telling of a coherent story is 
the vital part of a novelist’s function. She has been much written about: 
with notable understanding and sensibility by David Daiches in Virginia 
Woolf (1945, Editions Poetry London), while Joan Bennett’s Virginia Woolf: 
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Her Art as a Novelist (1945, Cambridge University Press, 10s.6d.) is the most 
successful among the remaining studies. James Joyce (1882-1941), who has 
been hailed both as the supreme prose genius of our time and also as a bare~ 
faced charlatan, may be approached through Harry Levin's James Joyce: A 
Critical Introduction (1944, Faber, 8s.6d.) and Stuart Gilbert’s James Joyce’s 
‘Ulysses’ (2nd edition 1952, Faber, 30s.). It was the ill fortune of D. H. 
Lawrence (1885-1930) to have a number of misconceived books written 
about him soon after his death by friends whore devotion outran their 
discretion and skill. In those years Aldous Huxley in the Introduction to 
The Letters of D. H. Lawrence surpassed the rest in an essay that is a model 
of dignity and comprehension. Nearly twenty years later, Portrait of a 
Genius, but by Richard Aldington (1950, Heinemann, 8s.6d.) quoted 
on its title page Swift’s “When a true Genius appears in the World . . . the 
Dunces are all in a Confederacy against him’. Aldington writes as an 
indignant enthusiast; a more temperate consideration is Anthony West's 
D. H. Lawrence (1950, Arthur Barker, 7s.6d.). 

Whatever place T. S. Eliot (1888- ) may take finally in English 
literature, he has reached as poet and critic in his own lifetime a position 
of authority which few have equalled. His name is flourished, almost as 
a brand of intellectual respectability, in scores of books and hundreds of 
articles by literary and non-literary alike. Whether understanding of his 
work is as pervasive as the praise of it, none can say. For those who acknow- 
ledge the need of direction The Art of T. S. Eliot by Helen Gardner 
(reprinted 1950, Cresset Press, 12s.6d.) is a well-informed guide; F. O. 
Matthiessen’s The Achievement of T. S. Eliot (2nd edition 1947, Oxford 
University Press, 21s.) is an American scholar’s summing-up of his 
countryman’s writings. Eliot’s one-time disciple W. H. Auden (1907- _—+) 
has received the tribute of a critical volume, by Richard Hoggett, Auden: 
An Introductory Essay (1951, Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d.), while Christopher 
Fry: An Appreciation by Derek Stanford (reprinted 1952, Peter Nevill, 
138.6d.) is the first book on the most widely esteemed of the younger 
English poet-playwrights. 





Mr. A. C. Ward, whose writings include Twentieth-Century Literature 1901-1940, is also the 
author of other books on literature and on painting. As mentioned above he wrote the pamphlet 
on Bernard Shaw in the Bibliographical Supplements to British Book News, and later a full study 
of Shaw in Longmans’ ‘Men and Books’ series. He has edited several volumes in The World’s 
Classics series and is at present engaged upon a three-volume History of English Literature (to 


be illustrated from contemporary sources), the first volume of which is due to be published 
by Longmans in the coming autumn.

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


AN INTRODUCTION TO JUNG'S PSYCHOLOGY. Frieda 
Fordham. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 128 pages. Glossary. Bibliography. 
Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Psychology) 

Mrs. Fordham, an English Jungian, presents here a survey of Jung’s work which could 

hardly be bettered for clarity and its refreshing approach of appreciative common 

sense to a system whose exponents seldom possess the merits or the limitations of 
common sense. After a clear introductory outline of Jung’s theories there are excellent 
chapters on types of personality, the collective unconscious and the archetypes, and 
the processes of psychotherapy; and less adequate accounts of Jung’s views on religion 
and ‘individuation’ and on dreams. A final chapter, which brings out some of the 
implications of Jung’s psychology for practical problems of individual and group life, 
accentuates the author's concern throughout the book to show the relevance of Jung's 
thinking to everyday matters. (131°34) 


PLOTINUS. A. H. Armstrong. Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
176 pages. Notes. Index. (Ethical and Religious Classics of East and West) 

The Gladstone Professor of Greek in the University of Liverpool here provides well 
chosen and translated selections from Plotinus which will serve as a useful introduction 
to Neo-Platonism as a whole. They reveal its distrust of empirical knowledge and 
consequent approach to the problem of reality which is always Idealist, and, in the 
case of Plotinus, mystical. He discusses the relationship between Original Being, 
regarded ethically as the Good and logically as the Absolute Cause, and the ideal and 
phenomenal worlds, together with the scheme of values entailed by such an analysis 
of reality. This is followed by an elaboration of the means by which the soul can 
achieve union with the Original Being and thus fathom the meaning of existence.

THE WORKS OF GEORGE BERKELEY, BISHOP OF CLOYNE. 
Vol. VI. Edited by T. E. Jessop. Nelson, 30s. 1953. 24°6 cm. 264 pages. 
(Bibliotheca Britannica Philosophica) 


This volume contains most of Berkeley’s writings on social problems, including the 
tract on Passive Obedience and the famous Essay Towards Preventing the Ruin of Britain, 
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written after the South Sea Bubble fiasco. These papers prove that Berkeley was by 
no means the other-worldly dreamer that has sometimes been suggested. He reveals 
a grip upon social problems and an understanding of the facts of industry and trade 
that later historians and economists have not always appreciated at their true value. 
What lends weight to Berkeley’s analysis is that it represents, in the editor’s words, 
‘a descent on fact from a high stand-point’, for Berkeley invariably relates social ills 
to moral principles. His attitude to poverty, however, is devoid of smugness and 
anticipates the modern social reformer in its passionate denunciation of exploitation. 
The volume includes The Querist, with its apt ‘nailing’ of sophistries by no means 
all extinct. (192) 


JOHN STUART MILL. Karl Britton. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 
224 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. Paper bound. (Pelican Philosophy) 
A survey by the Professor of Philosophy at King’s College, Newcastle upon Tyne, 
of the work of John Stuart Mill which proceeds in the orthodox manner by discussing 
the historical context of his philosophy and sociology and analysing his theories in 
each. Throughout, the exposition is commendably free from attempts to state what 
Mill ‘really’ (implying ‘ought to hi ave’) meant, though this does not preclude the 
examination of inconsistencies in his views, and reasoned criticism of them. Such 
inconsistencies largely derive from Mill’s restatement of Utilitarianism in terms 
consistent with new facts suggested by contemporary developments in history and 
religion. In this attempt, however, lies the long term importance of his work. (192) 


FRENCH THOUGHT IN THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 
Rousseau, Voltaire, Diderot. Presented by Romain Rolland, André Maurois and 
Edouard Herriot. Introduction by Geoffrey Brereton. Cassell, 12s.6d. 1953. 
22°2 cm. 452 pages. Index. (Living Thought Library) 

The selections from the writings of Rousseau and Voltaire have already appeared in 

English. The new feature in this valuable book is the presentation of the writings of 

Diderot by Edouard Herriot, and the wholly admirable Introduction by Geoffrey 

Brereton linking together these three men who re present in their different ways all 

the main characteristics of the age. Mr. Brereton destroys the conception of post- 

seventeenth-century years as an age of decadence, and shows how the eighteenth 
century legacies to later years were the ideals of freedom, equality, tolerance, pacifism, 

and progress. (194)

THE THOUGHT OF THE PROPHETS. Israel I. Mattuck. Allen & 
Unwin, 9s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 176 pages. Index. (Ethical and Religious Classics of East 
and West) 


The author, who is the religious head of Liberal Judaism in England, seeks to bring 
out for the general reader the fundamental ideas underlying the teaching of the 
Hebrew prophets in the light of the circumstances of their day and contemporary 
thought. He directs special attention to their teaching about God, the Moral Law 
and the meaning of history. The religious significance of the prophetic message is 
effectively revealed in this brief but illuminating exposition. (224) 
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SAINT AUGUSTINE’S ENCHIRIDION, or Manual to Laurentius 
concerning Faith, Hope and Charity. Translated from the Benedictine Text 
with an Introduction and Notes by Ernest Evans. S.P.C.K., 15s. 1953. 19 cm. 
174 pages. Indexes. 


The Enchiridion was written in 421 in response to a request by Laurentius, a Roman 
layman, for a short treatise on Christian Faith and Practice. Canon Evans of Bradford 
here provides a lucid translation of the work, preceded by an introduction dealing 
with the life and thought of St. Augustine and followed by notes on the text which 
enable the reader to identify allusions as well as to gain a clearer understanding of 
the argument as a whole. (230) 


ORIGEN: CONTRA CELSUM. Translated with an Introduction and 
Notes by Henry Chadwick. Cambridge University Press, 60s. 1953. 25°9 cm. 
$71 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 


The Dean of Queens’ College, Cambridge, here provides a translation, accompanied 
by explanatory notes, of Origen’s defence of Christianity against the attack made by 
Celsus, which is likely to remain authoritative for many years to come. The transla- 
tion is based upon the standard text of the late Paul Koetschau in the Berlin Academy 
Corpus which has been checked by reference to the Vatican manuscript, and the 
papyri found at Tura in 1941 are taken into account. In an admirable introduction 
revealing unusually wide learning, Mr. Chadwick deals with the philosophical back- 
ground, the date of the treatise, the theology of Celsus and the reconstruction of the 
text, with notes on manuscripts, editions and translations. Excellently produced, this 
volume is an outstanding contribution to theological learning. (230) 


ESCHATOLOGY. William Manson, G. W. H. Lampe, T. F. Torrance, 
W. A. Whitchouse. Oliver & Boyd, 6s. 1953. 21°5 cm. 96 pages. Paper bound. 
(Scottish Journal of Theology Occasional Papers, No. 2) 


These four papers were read before a conference held in Cambridge at the inauguration 
of the Society for the Study of Theology and they are concerned with different 
aspects of what is believed to be the ultimate event, the End, towards which the world 
is moving. The first paper deals with eschatology in the New Testament, the second 
with early patristic ideas, the third with the eschatology of the Reformation and the 
fourth with the modern discussion of eschatology. While the contributions as a whole 
are deserving of attention, the first two papers are of special interest to all serious 
students of theology. (236) 


A CAMBRIDGE MOVEMENT. J. C. Pollock. Murray, 12s. 1953. 19 cm.

One of the most significant religious movements in the universities of today is the 
Inter-Varsity Fellowship which is based upon the belief in personal religion and on 
the Bible as the living Word of God. This book contains an account of the parent 
body—the Cambridge Intercollegiate Christian Union. The leading personalities of 
the Union during the past cighty years are delineated, and the various controversies 
in which its adherents were involved with those whose interpretation of Christianity 
and of Christian propaganda differed from their own are well brought out. Whatever 
may be the final verdict on the movement, there is no doubt about the extent of its 
influence and the story of its achievements is here told in a clear and fascinating style.

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PETER: DISCIPLE-APOSTLE-MARTYR. A _ Historical and Theo- 
logical Study. Oscar Cullmann. Translated from the German by Floyd V. 
Filson. S.C.M. Press, 18s. 1953. 23°8 cm. 252 pages. References. Indexes. 


Professor Cullmann’s striking study of St. Peter is divided into two parts. First he 
deals with the historical question and considers the place of St. Peter in the formulation 
of the message of the Apostolic Church and in the missionary task of the first genera- 
tion of Christians. Of particular interest is the section on the literary, liturgical and 
archaeological evidence for St. Peter’s residence and martyrdom at Rome. The 
second part is devoted to the ecclesiastical claims made for St. Peter and the key 
passage in Matthew 16, 17-19 is examined in great detail. This volume, which reveals 
a fine mastery of complicated data, should give rise to discussion of a kind that may 
lead to a better understanding between rival schools of thought. (270°1) 


THE COUNCIL OF CHALCEDON. A Historical and Doctrinal Survey. 
R. V. Sellers. S.P.C.K., 37s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 380 pages. Index. 


In 451 the Council of Chalcedon formulated the doctrine of the Church concerning 
the Person of Jesus Christ. In this important and erudite work the Professor of Biblical 
and Historical Theology in the University of London gives a detailed account of the 
events leading up to Chalcedon and of the Christological controversies which lay 
behind the deliberations of the Council. He then devotes himself to the Chalcedonian 
definition of Faith with special reference to the documents, the controversy between 
the Monophysites and the Chalcedonians, and the subsequent clarification of the 
Chalcedonian Faith in the Age of Justinian. He succeeds in showing that different 
Christological traditions have their meeting-place in Chalcedon and that its definition 
of faith is fundamentally positive in spite of the negative assertions which it contains. 
This book is indispensable for all students of historical theology. (270-2) 


THE PILGRIM CHURCH. An Account of the First Five Years in the 
Life of the Church of South India. A. Marcus Ward. Epworth Press, 10s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 216 pages. Index. 


The author, who is Professor of Theology in the United Theological College at 
Bangalore, played an important part in the formation of the Church of South India 
in which, the Church of India, Burma and Ceylon, the South India United Church 
and the Methodist Church in South India are united. We have in this volume an 
authoritative account of the constitution of the new Church and there are chapters 
of special interest dealing with the ordained ministry and the ministry of the laity, 
liturgical developments and the problem of Indian leadership. The story of this 
striking venture is well told and deserves to be widely read by members of all 
communions.

FRIENDS FOR 300 YEARS. Beliefs and Practice of the Society of 


Friends since George Fox started the Quaker Movement. Howard Brinton. 
Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 224 pages. Notes. Index. 


Quakerism became a religious movement in 1652 and it is fitting that this book should 
appear in connection with its three hundredth anniversary and that it should be 
written by one who has an intimate acquaintance with the movement extending over 
many years. An attempt is made to describe the essential nature of the faith and 
practice of the Friends through three centuries and to enquire into the past, present 
and future significance of the type of religion which they represent. The book is 
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written with an engaging directness of style and the chapters on “The Light Within’, 
‘Reaching Decisions’ and “The Meeting Community’ are particularly valuable. This 
edition omits the chapter on Quakerism in America which appears in the original 
American edition.

POPULAR ESSAYS IN INDIAN PHILOSOPHY. THE QUEST

The author, who died in 1950, was one of the most respected figures in modern 
Indian philosophy. These two volumes of essays will prove invaluable for the student. 
Certain essays, such as “The Indian Conception of Values’ and “The Message of 
Indian Philosophy’, are of particular interest, as they are free from the obscurity and 
technical jargon often associated with the exposition of Hindu thought. The author 
makes plain that Vedanta is both a philosophy and a way of living. This is the secret 
of its perennial appeal, and perhaps the source of its attraction for some distinguished 
Western minds.

The emphasis of this book is on the practical techniques developed by social scientists 
rather than on theory. After a general discussion, therefore, of the possibilities of 
objective study, and of certain fundamental problems of language or logic, the 
author proceeds straightway to describe the use of documents, the various methods 
of observation, the techniques of interviewing, sampling, and controlled experiment, 
and other procedures adopted in social research. The book should be valuable not 
only to students but also as a reference work for practising social scientists. (301)

Although this book, by two American professors of sociology, was originally 

published in America, it has been so adapted and remodelled that it admirably meets 

the needs of the British student, as well as of the wider circles of the British public 
who take a general interest in sociological questions or require a sociological back- 
ground to their professional work. The authors deal with all branches of the subject, 
including culture, human nature and personality, collective behaviour, communal 
life and population questions, social institutions, and the problems of social change.

SOCIAL PSYCHOLOGY AND INDIVIDUAL VALUES. D. W. 
Harding. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 184 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(Hutchinson’s University Library) 

The non-specialist with an interest in social psychology will find this short work 

by the Professor of Psychology in the University of London a satisfactory and clear 

answer to some of his questions. Emphasising that the social beings who make up 
society are at the same time individuals, the author discusses, among other matters, 
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ugnacity in social life, social development in early life, competition, social status, 
wed the social meaning of normality, social plasticity and innovation, and the 
relation between average people and those who in some direction are better than 
average.

DEMOCRACY IN THE DOMINIONS. A Comparative Study in Institu- 
tions. Alexander Brady. 2nd edition, revised. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $5-00: Oxford University Press (London), 52s.

Bibliography. Index. 


First published in 1947 and issued under the auspices of the Canadian Institute of 
International Affairs (Toronto) and the Royal Institute of International Affairs 
(London), this is an account of the working of the age-old inherited British parlia- 
mentary system, with all its ancient traditions, in the young Dominions, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. The author brings out many differences, 
among them varying degrees of nationalism at different periods influenced by such 
strains as the French-Canadians and the Afrikaners. The carefreeness of Australia 
induced by her isolation is contrasted with the overshadowing presence in Canada 
of her great American neighbour, and the essentially yeoman basis of Canadian 
farming is compared with Australian pastoralism. But it has all grown from a common 
environment, pioneering conditions and the frontier spirit—and more fundamentally 
from the common inheritance of parliamentary cabinet government. (320°942) 


REPORT BY THE CONFERENCE ON WEST INDIAN

The purpose of this conference was to bring together delegates from those Caribbean 

territories which had accepted Federation in principle, in order to establish agreement 

The 
report of this Committee was endorsed with certain modifications. These give effect 
to the decision of British Guiana and British Honduras not to enter the Federation. 

The seat of government of the British Caribbean Federation, its proposed title, will 

be Grenada rather than Trinidad, as previously suggested. Control of migration passes 

to the Exclusive list, that is to say, is removed from the jurisdiction of the individual 
territorial member units.

An invaluable and very comprehensive reference work, in which all the laws and 

rules governing every type of labour are brought together, both for the Central 

and for each of the Provincial Governments of Pakistan. The compilation covers both 
specific labour ordinances and such sections of other Acts as relate directly to labour. 

Texts are printed without annotation or reference to decided cases, and include 

amendments up to March 1953. The preface gives a brief résumé of the general 

position regarding the regulation of labour.

THE LOGIC OF BRITISH AND AMERICAN INDUSTRY. A Realistic 
Analysis of Economic Structure and Government. P. Sargant Florence. Routledge

The author, who is Professor of Commerce in the University of Birmingham, has 
based this book partly on his Logic of Industrial Organisation, published in 1933. He 
has used new data from the British Census of Production and from records consulted 
in his own research on joint stock companies in order to compare more completely 
the large scale industrial government of Great Britain and America. His analysis and 
criticisms of the relations between industry and consumer and within the modern 
firm, and of the government of free enterprise capitalism and of nationalised industries, 
should interest all those concerned with industrial organisation.

Based on a series of talks broadcast by the B.B.C. during the summer of 1952, this 

book considers the question of world food supplies in relation to an ever increasing 

world population; in particular it explores the possibilities of concerted efforts to 
achieve greater efficiency in the processes of food production. The problem is 
examined by eight experts, headed by Sir James A. Scott Watson, who is Chief 

Technical Adviser to the Ministry of Agriculture. They express the views of the 

agriculturalist, the botanist, the plant pathologist, the soil scientist, the physiologist, 

the zoologist, the fishery expert and the biochemist. The whole is presented dis- 

passionately and in easily read form, meriting a wide variety of readers. (338-1) 


THE WHITE MAN’S DILEMMA: Food and the Future. John Boyd Orr, 
with the co-operation of David Lubbock.

of modern science. In particular he recommends a joint policy of food supply, making 
human needs the target for world food production. He gives in an appendix an 
account of the food position of the United Kingdom, which is by far the biggest 
world market for food.

Professor Haynes’s study of the British coal industry is one of the best to appear 

in recent years. An adequate summary of the background of the industry and HY the 

events leading up to nationalisation is followed by a thorough analysis of the organisa- 
tion of the National Coal Board and a discussion of some of the Board’s problems. 

The text was evidently completed in 1951 and omits some recent developments in the 

industry. But the student who supplements this work by an examination of the Board’s 

Annual Reports for 1951 and 1952 will acquire an excellent knowledge of the 

structure, development and problems of the nationalised coal industry. The book 

is suitable both for the serious general reader and for the student of economics and 

public administration.

This volume, containing fifteen public lectures given in the Faculty of Laws, 
University College, London, begins with an address on “The Influence of Remedies 
on Rights’ by Sir Raymond Evershed, the Master of the Rolls. Contributions on 
public law include a discussion on the constitutional crisis in South Africa by Professor 
G. W. Keeton, Dean of the Faculty, and on federation in South Africa by Professor N. 
Bentwich. Mr. R. C. Fitzgerald discusses “The State and Title to Land’, Professor 
Glanville Williams, Quain Professor of Jurisprudence, writes on the Defence of 
Necessity in Tort, and Dr. G. Schwarzenberger on the Bonn and Paris Agreements. 
This series is becoming increasingly well known for its authoritative discussion of 
current legal developments. (340) 


GOVERNMENTAL LIABILITY. A Comparative Study. H. Street. 
Cambridge University Press, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 230 pages. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. (Cambridge Studies in International and Comparative Law) 

A comparative study of the right of the individual to sue the State. The author, 

Professor of Law in Nottingham University, covers England, countries of the British 

Commonwealth, the United States and Continental Europe, and chapters are sub- 

divided to describe the position in each country. After an historical introduction, 

there are chapters on Tort, Contract, Expropriation, Quasi-Contract and Trusts, 
remedies against the State and two final chapters on substantive limitations and pro- 
cedural limitations on the Liability of the State. Professor Street concludes that 

English law has not yet made a full contribution to the reconciliation of the freedom 

of the individual and the authority of the State; much reform is necessary before the 

individual has adequate legal protection against the administration. (340°5) 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. I. Gordon, R. Turner and T. W. Price.

Although written with special reference to South Africa and Southern Rhodesia, 
this comprehensive work refers to many legal decisions of other countries and is a 
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most valuable addition to existing literature. The first part deals with registration, 

professional discipline and unprofessional conduct of medical practitioners. Chapters 
follow on the practitioner in relation to contracts, delicts and crimes, and on his 
public duties. After an account of evidence and the expert witness, there are chapters 
on a wide variety of technical subjects including identity, examination of blood stains, 
diagnosis and the early signs of death, necropsy technique, deaths from a variety of 
different causes, the medical investigation of causes of death, the post-mortem 
detection of poisons; there are accounts of different wounds of medico-legal import- 
ance, followed by chapters on sexual offences, abortion, infanticide and concealment 
of birth and on the medico-legal effects of alcoholic intoxication, on mental disorder 
and workmen’s compensation; and finally on the law of poisons and on habit-forming 
drugs.

PSYCHOLOGICAL DISORDER AND CRIME. W. Lindesay Neustatter. 
Christopher Johnson, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 248 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This brief and readable book gives a pedestrian but, useful survey of elementary 
psychiatry in its bearings on crime. It covers psycho-neuroses, schizophrenia, depres- 
sion and mania, mental deficiency, epilepsy, head injury and alcoholism, the sexual 
perversions, murder and theft. Intended as an introduction for members of non- 
medical professions who have to deal with law-breakers, it corrects extreme views 
about the ‘psychological abnormality’ of all crime and the undesirability of all punish- 
ment. Instead it shows which abnormal psychological states really do account for 
certain crimes and offers many illustrations from the author’s experience as a 
psychiatrist working in English courts of law. (364-24)

PSYCHOLOGY IN THE NURSERY SCHOOL. Nelly Wolftheim.

The author, who was responsible from 1934-39 for training kindergarten teachers in 

Berlin, offers an application of Freudian principles to the nursery school practice 

advocated by Froebel. The book is meant for teachers and is simple and readable in 

style, with good illustrative material. Several chapters are concerned with manifesta- 

tions of rudimentary sexual and erotic interests among young children and though 

this theme may seem to some teachers to loom too large in the book they will 

probably welcome the author’s treatment, which is sensible and moderate. (370°15)

This book of collected speeches is important because so little material on education in 
Pakistan is readily available in English and because the author held the Education 
portfolio in the government of Pakistan during most of the period 1947-52. Through 
these speeches (the first of which was delivered only three months after the birth of 
the new Dominion) the reader catches exciting glimpses of the building of a new 
state. Islamic ideology is presented as the fire in which the new educational system 
must be forged, and democracy and tolerance are presented as lying at the heart of 
that ideology. Inevitably, perhaps, the volume is padded out with a few brief and 
formal speeches that were not worth reprinting. (370°9547) 


THE SCREEN PROJECTION OF CHEMICAL EXPERIMENTS. 
E. J. Hartung. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University

Early chapters in this book by the Professor of Chemistry in the University of 

Melbourne outline the principles of optical projection and describe the lanterns and 

related equipment, much of it unpretentious, necessary for the screening of experi- 

ments. Then directions are given for arrangements in the lecture theatre, and for 
demonstrating generally. Over half of the book is taken up with brief descriptions 
of some 250 experiments, grouped by subject, and suitable for screen projection. 

Teachers of chemistry, particularly those who experience the difficulties of demon- 

strating before large classes, will find this book helpful. (371°335)

The good design, printing and layout of this short book offer practical examples of the 
effectiveness of careful presentation of visual material. The first section considers 
the uses of visual aids, the choice of appropriate materials, methods of use, and the 
preliminary drafting which is necessary. This includes such matters as the use of 
symbols, diagrams, tone and colour, composition, line and continuity. Section two 
consists of chapters on wall-pictures and charts, filmstrips, lantern slides, lettering, 
and drawing for printed reproduction. The book is skilfully illustrated on nearly 
every page.

A book rich in experience and understanding of young children, written in non- 


technical language which makes it as valuable for parents as for teachers and students 
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in training colleges. Miss Boyce believes that children learn by their experience of 
living, and she therefore shows that for five-year-olds the most valuable form 
of learning comes through constructive play. Under careful guidance, learning is self- 
taught, through the varied use of materials and exchange of experience among the 
children themselves.

AN EXPERIMENT IN EDUCATION. An account of the attempts to 
improve the lower stages of boys’ education in the Moslem Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan, 1930-1950. V. L. Griffiths. Longmans, 15s.; paper bound, Ios. 1953.

In 1933 an Institute of Education was established at Bakht er Ruda in the Sudan 

with the aim of improving the training of teachers for elementary schools. From 

the beginning, the staff were willing to experiment to find the most suitable methods 
of improving the work of the schools as well as the actual training of teachers, and 
developments of its work have included the reform of curricula, an expanding 
programme of textbook production and the sponsoring of branch training centres. 

This account, by the first Principal, describing twenty years of successes and failures, 

is of great interest to all concerned in the improvement of educational facilities in 

Africa; it is also a fascinating first-hand description of pioneer work by British 

administrators in an important area. In addition to photographs, the illustrations 

include many delightful and spirited thumbnail sketches. (372-9624)

The first 

part gives particulars of Governing Bodies, Staff, Nomination and Admission, 

Entrance Examinations and Scholarships, Fees and Charges of the Public Schools. 

Similar information about Preparatory Schools is given in Part II, and a concluding 

section deals mainly with Careers, including conditions of entry into various 

professions.

THE TECHNIQUE OF HANDICRAFT TEACHING. S. H. Glenister.

This book is based on the author's practical experience of teaching in various schools, 
in a technical college, and for the last six years as a Lecturer in Handicraft at Trent 
Park Training College. After considering the reasons for teaching handicrafts in 
schools, he gives advice on room organisation and the care of equipment, preparing 
and carrying out schemes of work, helping backward pupils, class control and class 
supervision. Technical drawing in relation to craftwork, design in the handicraft 
room, and the use of visual aids are dealt with in other chapters. (375°745) 


THE IMPORTANCE OF ILLITERACY. M. M. Lewis. Harrap, 7s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 188 pages. Notes. 

This is an examination of the present anxicty about illiteracy. Dr. Lewis finds no 

evidence of absolute increase in illiteracy. He maintains that illiteracy (apart from 

total illiteracy) is relative to the rising standards of literacy demanded by a complex 

society. Failure or slowness, from many causes, to meet this demand draws attention 
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to the sub-literate, who is not necessarily unintelligent. A sub-literate’s resistance to 
literacy may spring from the same temperamental qualities that cause delinquency. 
A society demanding literacy must decide how to make the best use of all means of 
communication. This useful book should clarify many arguments about this important 
question.

(Hutchinson's University Library) 
This agreeably written manual by the Professor of Spanish in the University of 
Cambridge will be a useful introduction to the study of the Spanish language for 
those who are put off by the more academic works by Entwistle and Menéndez 
Pidal. It contains an interesting chapter on the newly-discovered Mozarabic lyrics 
which popularises information at present only available in learned journals. There 
is also some little known historical material which is made part of the background. 
A chapter is allotted to the Spanish Reformers and translators of the Bible; here the 
author raises the question: did these men really influence the development of Spanish 
at all?

It reviews available permanent magnet 
materials and gives adequate design data, including new curves of ‘useful recoil 
energy’. Advice on magnetising and testing magnets is given, together with a useful 
glossary of technical terms.

The purpose of the Conference was to gather together those using radioisotopes in 
various fields, to promote discussion and to establish liaison between workers in allied 
subjects. Ninety-eight papers were presented during thirty separate sessions. This 
volume covers Therapy and Diagnosis (radioiodine, radiophosphorus, radiocobalt, 
therapeutic techniques, and diagnostic techniques); Biochemistry and Metabolic 
Studies (proteins, fat and urea, blood, nervous system, metabolism of iodine, further 
applications, microbiology, chromatographic techniques, and gas counting); and 
Plant Biochemistry (soil and fertiliser studies, uptake of salts by plants, counting

Professor Wood Jones summarises in this little book some general conclusions about 

evolution theory to which he has been impelled by a lifetime’s study of animals. 
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He is mainly concerned to argue against a purely mechanistic interpretation of 
biological phenomena, being impressed by the apparent directiveness of evolution, 
particularly as seen in the fossil record. This brings him to query the randomness of 
mutation and the efficiency of natural selection to produce evolutionary change. 
The conflict between vitalism and materialism will continue and this book will 
prove useful to non-scientist as well as to scientist as a clear statement with much 
evidence of the vitalist’s position. (575) 


A PRACTICAL MANUAL OF MEDICAL AND BIOLOGICAL 
STAINING TECHNIQUES. Edward Gurr. Leonard Hill, 25s. 1953.

This contains useful straightforward description of over 300 medical and biological 

staining techniques, including many new ones using modern reagents. The book is 

essentially practical with theory reduced to a minimum. It is well arranged with a 

good index and appendices giving solubilities, specific gravities, refractive indexes 

and other useful data of a large number of reagents.

Written throughout in a style and vocabulary comprehensible to non-scientific 
readers, this book yet succeeds in covering a very wide field and incorporating the 
results of modern research.

Mr. P. J. Faulks on basic plant physiology, Dr. W. R. Phillipson on the structure of 
flowering plants and on tropisms and movements, Mr. R. Ross on non-flowering 
plants, reproduction and classification, Dr. G. H. Gimingham on ecology and Mr. 
Walter Shepherd on evolution. This list shows how completely all aspects of botany 
are covered, and the wealth of diagrams and line drawings makes for additional 
clarity.

Mr. Wragge Morley has brought together in this book a wealth of information 
about this astonishingly successful group of animals otherwise unattainable except 
by the most extensive reading. He reviews the different sub-groups in the world and 
their relationships, traces their evolutionary history (which is very long) and the 
steps by which their different types of society have emerged, and discusses much of 
the recent experimental work on their sense and behaviour. The many references 
are leavened by first-hand information on British species and the last chapter reviews 
the work and personalities of the naturalists who have built up our knowledge of ants.

ANTS. Derek Wragge Morley. Collins, 18s. 1953. 20°5 cm. I9I pages.

(New Naturalist: Special Volume) 
This book is complementary to the author's recent Pelican book, The Ant World 
(see above), and deals with the British ant fauna, its identification and study, whereas 
the other treats general problems of ant biology throughout the world. First comes 
a pleasantly written, non-technical account of ant senses, habits, social organisation 
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and methods of study (including experimental ones). Then follows a painstakingly 
prepared dichotomous key to help the amateur identify the British species, illustrated 
with marginal sketches showing diagnostic structures. Finally there are distribution 
maps for each species. The author’s enthusiasm should carry many naturalists into 
a new field of study, which they might hesitate to approach without such guidance.

This book is mainly a plea that the considerable energy spent every year in the hobby 
of ‘birds-nesting’ should be more efficiently managed and the results recorded. By 
filling in nest record cards issued by the Trust helpers are gradually building up a 
picture of breeding biology and vital statistics of many British species. The first part 
of the book discusses general topics and methods; the second takes British nesting 
birds one by one and describes distribution, breeding season, habitat, nest site and 
method of finding.

In succession to shearwaters Mr. Lockley has chosen a well-known species of auk for 
study. His description of the life-cycle of the puffin is not so thorough as his shearwater 
work, but it is a good example of what can be achieved by first-hand and laborious 
observation. His main story is built around a few puffins on Skomer Island, Pembroke- 
shire, which could be recognised by their rings, and his account of their conjugal 
and social life and behaviour contains much that was previously unknown. The style 
is non-technical and well suited to the general reader; there is also relieving humour 
both in the text and the drawings, which occasionally lapses into facetiousness. (598-2)

STORMING THE CITADEL. The Rise of the Woman Doctor.

Miss Moberly Bell’s record of a siege of almost a century’s duration (from a first 
skirmish in 1849 until the publication of the Goodenough Report in 1944) was 
undertaken at the suggestion of the Dean and Governors of the Royal Free Hospital 
School of Medicine, London, who gave her access to the archives of the school. 
At first, it is mainly an account of the struggles of three individuals, Elizabeth 
Blackwell, Elizabeth Garrett and Sophia Jex-Blake; then, as they enlist support in 
Parliament, universities and country, the work develops into an authoritative history 
of the rise of women in medicine in the United Kingdom and India. (610-942) 


ADVENTURES IN PHYSIOLOGY: With Excursions into Auto- 
pharmacology. A selection from the scientific publications of Sir Henry Hallett 
Dale. Pergamon Press, 126s. 1953. 25°7 cm. 668 pages. Portrait. Diagrams.

Sir Henry Dale has himself chosen the writings assembled in this fine volume; he 

has selected thirty papers, published during the years 1906-38, representing his 
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investigations in related fields of physiology, pharmacology and experimental 
pathology. Briefly, their main theme is the two lines of research which Sir Henry 
Dale pursued with distinction, the specific actions of adrenaline and acetylcholine, 
and of histamine, and their wider physiological significance. To the papers the 
author adds comments, relating his original work to present knowledge and recent 
research. There is an excellent bibliography of his scientific publications including 
lectures, occasional addresses and articles, and a few published letters. (612-04)

The Organiser of Physical Education and Social Activities, The Polytechnic, London, 
provides for men and women a sound, pleasantly illustrated guide to the maintenance 
of a standard of physical well-being which will enable them to enjoy to the full 
their working and leisure hours. He gives the elements of anatomy, physiology and 
hygiene, describes the development of the individual and the effects of exercise 
and training on health. Most useful to those who wish to pursue a course of training 
are the explicit instructions for games and exercises given in the second, and longer,

THE SULPHONAMIDES AND ANTIBIOTICS IN MAN AND 
ANIMALS. J. Stewart Lawrence and John Francis. 2nd edition. H. K. Lewis, 
42S.

This most useful review, written in a direct style for the physician and surgeon, stresses 

the clinical applications of drugs whose value has been proved. It is now greatly 

extended to include the antibiotics, penicillin, streptomycin, neomycin, chloromycetin, 
aureomycin and terramycin, and the sulphones, thiosemicarbazones, para- 
aminosalicylic acid and isonicotinyl hydrazide. Besides undertaking the joint 
authorship, Professor Francis of the University of Queensland Veterinary School 
is responsible for the new chapters on veterinary medicine. Professor Arnold Sorsby 
and Mr. Philip G. Scott write respectively on diseases of the eye, and the ear, nose and 
throat. The value to practitioners and research workers of an authoritative, thorough 
work is greatly increased by the excellent list of well over 1,500 references. (615) 


MEDICINE FOR NURSES. M. Toohey. Livingstone, 28s. 1953. 22°2 cm.

This textbook by a Physician to New End Hospital, London, is for the nurse in 
training and is comprehensive enough to provide her with a reference book when 
she is qualified. There is much to commend it to her: the anatomical, physiological 
and pathological background to various diseases is clearly delineated, the more 
difficult chapters are summarised to stress important points and, at the conclusion 
of chapters on major diseases, routine procedures and main drugs are also summarised. 
The format is clear, the text well illustrated and greatly enlivened by some original 
diagrams, presumably also by the author. (616) 


THE NATURAL HISTORY OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 
Sir Macfarlane Burnet. 2nd edition, revised. Cambridge University Press, 22s.6d.

When a field of research moves as rapidly as this one, it is hardly fair to call this 

book merely a second edition (it was first published in 1940 as Biological Aspects of 

Infectious Disease). Though the author directs an institute for medical research, his 
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approach is that of a biologist conscious mainly of the dynamic equilibrium between 
hosts and their infectious parasites. Thus he deals with the ecology of disease organisms 
and has much to say that is fascinating and instructive for every reader about the 
evolutionary origin of infectious diseases, about their epidemiological histories and 
about the influence of civilised ways in modifying (voluntarily or otherwise) their 
incidence. His up-to-date survey of chemotherapeutic methods shows how great a 
triumph this and an ecological approach to disease have had in the last twenty years.

STUDENTS. lan Skottowe. Eyre & Spottiswoode for The Practitioner, 36s. 
1953. 22°8 cm. 408 pages. References. Index. (The Practitioner) 

For the established practitioner, who has difficulty in keeping au fait with advances 

in medicine and cannot embark upon the current literature of psychiatry, this work 

will prove stimulating and practical. The author, Psychiatrist, Warneford and 

Park Hospitals, Oxford, describes most carefully how the practitioner can best 

deal with the psychiatric patient whether encountered in his home, in general hospital 

or clinic, how to interview him, what to tell his relatives, the treatment required and 
where it should be given. The clinical descriptions, which account for two-thirds of 
the book, are mainly based on cases personally observed in two Buckinghamshire 

hospitals. (616-89) 


A GUIDE TO HUMAN PARASITOLOGY FOR MEDICAL 
PRACTITIONERS. D. B. Blacklock and T. Southwell. Revised by T. H. 
Davey. sth edition. H. K. Lewis, 25s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 236 pages. 3 colour plates. 
120 figures. Tables. Index. 


Although Professor Davey (of the Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine, University 
of Liverpool) has extensively revised this well produced manual for practitioners and 
postgraduate students working for the Diplomas in Tropical Medicine, Tropical 
Hygiene and Public Health, he has retained its conciseness and lucidity. It is still 
designed for those who have not access to laboratory facilities and do not even 
possess equipment as elaborate as dark-ground and serological apparatus and micro- 
tomes. It still stresses the characteristics of diagnostic importance in pathogenic 
organisms encountered in any climate; in the present edition Professor Davey includes 
several more of these, amplifies the notes on others, and outlines measures for the 
control of each parasite. (616-96) 
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COMPRESSION ARTHRODESIS including Central Dislocation as a 
Principle in Hip Surgery. John Charnley. Livingstone, 42s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 276 pages. 
Frontispiece. 208 figures. Tables. Index. 

It is for the surgeon that Mr. Charnley (Consultant Orthopaedic Surgeon, Manchester 

Royal Infirmary) describes in careful detail his techniques for compression arthrodesis 

of the knee, shoulder, ankle, elbow, finger and hip, and discusses the principles 

founded on observations of such treatment of the knee. Chapters on theoretical 
aspects, which include one on mechanics by Professor J. A. L. Matheson, and another, 
an analysis of Watson-Jones’s denunciation of compression, introduce those on 
techniques; throughout Professor S$. L. Baker contributes histological notes. This 
stimulating monograph, with illustrations of a high standard and exceptional interest, 
is based on exacting, original work over several years. (617°3) 


THE NEW WAY TO BETTER HEARING THROUGH HEARING 
RE-EDUCATION. Victor L. Browd. Faber, 12s.6d. 1953. 22-8 cm. 264 pages. 
14 coloured illustrations. Figures. 


Dr. Browd is an American specialist in otolaryngology. His method of hearing 
re-education, here described in the greatest detail for the deaf themselves and for 
those concerned with the welfare of the deaf, can bring relief to any type and degree 
of hearing impairment except stone deafness. The idea underlying the method is the 
training of the brain to identify the attenuated sounds which reach it; thus, an import- 
ant feature of the programme is self-education throughout the day’s activities. This, 
with short practice sessions, is designed to bring the patient a new interest in sounds, 
an increasing confidence, and improved hearing. (617°8) 


THE PRINCIPLES OF THORACIC ANAESTHESIA, PAST 
AND PRESENT. William W. Mushin and L. Rendell-Baker. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 42s. 1953. 190 pages. 217 figures. References. Biographical notes. Index. 

From the Welsh National School of Medicine, Cardiff, this carefully and simply 

written book reminds the anaesthetist and research worker of the principles of thoracic 

anaesthesia and their implications in practice. The authors first analyse the problems 
of anaesthesia for thoracotomy and describe the method of their solution. To reveal 
the successive steps by which the difficulties were overcome, they trace developments 
up to the complex intrathoracic operations of today. Since in some degree improve- 
ments in equipment have led to modifications in technique, the authors give special 
attention to instrument design and enliven the book with illustrations of apparatus 
of historical and current interest. (617°96)

THE DIMENSIONING OF ENGINEERING DRAWINGS. 


W. Abbott. Blackie, 10s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 192 pages. Numerous illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 


The problem of the correct assessment of tolerances and their proper distribution in 
dimensioning has assumed paramount importance in achieving interchangeability 
in manufacture. It has a direct effect on productivity. During the war the Ministry of 
Supply prepared some notes on the subject, and the first of a series of booklets was 
published in 1948, but the series was not continued. This, therefore, is the first 
comprehensive treatment of the subject, and will be welcomed in every progressive 
drawing office. The author regards it as a supplement to his earlier book, Machine 
Drawing and Design, but it can be read independently. (620-04) 
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YACHTS AND THEIR RECOGNITION. Adlard Coles and Douglas 
Phillips-Birt. Adlard Coles in association with Harrap, 12s.6d. 1953. Obl.19 cm. 
128 pages. 99 illustrations (7 colour plates). Index. (Ross Ship Series) 
Enthusiasts will be glad of this book on yacht recognition. So small are many of the 
craft described, so slight the differences in sail-plan, that it is often a question of keen 
sight as well as clear diagrams to get matters right. Rigs, Size, Hull Form, Racing 
and Cruising types, all have their proper place in the authors’ scheme, and among 
the colour pages is a section given over to burgees. (623-822)

THE INFLUENCE OF ENGLAND ON THE FRENCH 
AGRONOMES 1750-1789. André J. Bourde. Cambridge University Press, 
318.6d. 1953. 21°8 cm. 262 pages. 2 plates. Bibliography. Index. (Cambridge Studies 
in Economic History) 

Dr. Bourde, who is Lecturer in French History and Institutions in the University of 

Manchester, examines the relations between France and England during the second 

half of the eighteenth century in the sphere of agricultural literature. Confining his 

study to agricultural techniques, he unfolds the far-reaching effects of the English 

Agricultural Revolution on French husbandry methods. Particular attention is given 

to the work of Duhamel du Monceau and his indebtedness to the English improver 

Jethro Tull. (630-94) 


THE USE OF LIME IN BRITISH AGRICULTURE. H. W. Gardner 
and H. V. Garner. Spon, 26s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 234 pages. 26 photographs. 
7 illustrations in text. 2 maps. 67 tables. References. Index. 
This is probably the most important work so far published on the subject of soil 
acidity and the use of lime in agriculture. Mr. Gardner, Head of the Science Depart- 
ment, Hertfordshire Institute of Agriculture, and Mr. Garner, Head of Field Experi- 
ments Section, Rothamsted Experimental Station, write specifically for present 
and future farmers and for those who come in contact with them as teachers, advisers, 
or suppliers. Apart from relating their own experience of the subject, they have 
collected up-to-date information from many different sources. Aspects considered 
include: lime as an agricultural problem and the Land Fertility Scheme, the detection 
and measurement of soil deficiencies, responses to liming of grass and arable crops, 
methods of application and the importance of contract spreading, and the part 
played by lime in animal nutrition. (631-82) 


RUSSIAN COMFREY: A Hundred Tons an Acre of Stock Feed or 
Compost for Farm, Garden or Smallholding. Lawrence Donegan Hills. Faber, 
1§S. 1953. 22°2 cm. 167 pages. 20 illustrations. 9 diagrams. 4 tables. Bibliography. 

A somewhat naive enthusiast writes about a plant that has been the subject of con- 

troversy among small farmers and gardeners for over a century. An honest attempt 

is made to clear up the uncertainties, some of which come from ignorance of the ways 
of raising and using the plant, others from confusion regarding its botanical identity. 

‘Russian Comfrey’ proves to have been a hybrid species which later hybridised further 

with British species without its luxuriant forage-producing capacity. The book makes 

clear the need for more careful research, describes the use of the plant in feeding 
grazing animals, pigs and poultry, in composting and in medicine and even gives 
three recipes for its culinary use. There are short sections on botany and genetics.

PLANNING AND CONTROL IN THE MANAGED FOREST. 
Hermann Knuchel. Translated from the German by Mark L. Anderson. Oliver

The author is a Professor in the Department of Forestry at the National Technical 

High School, Ziirich, and this book first appeared in Switzerland about four years 

ago. It has now been translated into English by the Professor of Forestry in the 

University of Edinburgh. Over many years the practice of selective felling as against 

clear felling has been gaining ground and many methods have been evolved for 

measuring the comparative advantages. This book, apart from giving in detail the 
principles and planning of forest management with practical illustrations, summarises 
the ‘check’ method used now in Switzerland for quickly evaluating every six years 
or so the progress of timber growth in forests of uneven age, so that the plan can 
be currently adjusted to produce as much as possible. (634-928)

STOCK HUSBANDRY. J. S. Paton Philip. Pitman, 21s. 1953. 22°3 cm.

This book outlines modern methods in the breeding and general management of 
farm livestock, including cattle, sheep, pigs, horses and commercial poultry. Written 
by a practising farmer who was formerly on the lecturing staff of a County Farm 
Institute, it covers the ground normally dealt with during a one-year course at such 
Institutes. Although designed primarily for the younger type of student, this work 
is excellent for handy reference by anyone engaged in the practical side of livestock 
husbandry. (636) 


INTENSIVE METHODS OF POULTRY MANAGEMENT. Ray Feltwell 
for the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. H.M. Stationery Office, 3s. 1953.

(Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries Bulletin, No. 152) 

Under the impact of increasing food and labour costs there is now in Britain a marked 

tendency to turn to intensive or semi-intensive systems of poultry-keeping. The 


author gives an account of these and points out their advantages and disadvantages, 
including useful hints to ensure good results. (636: 5) 


THE COMPLETE POULTRY BOOK. Breeding, Rearing, Feeding and 
Management of Fowls, Ducks, Geese, Turkeys, Guinea Fowl and Bantams.

First published in 1924, this comprehensive guide to poultry farming practice, 
domestic poultry keeping and the showing x and judging of feathered stock, has been 
completely rewritten and is in effect a new work embodying the latest knowledge. 
Mr. Powell-Owen has been actively concerned with the growth of the poultry 
industry in Great Britain since its earliest days, and is widely known as a consultant, 
show expert and journalist. Apart from a mass of information on egg and table- 
poultry production, he devotes special chapters to the breeding and management 
of poultry, and others to shows and showing, and to the work of poultry societies 
and clubs.

The Art Directors Club of Toronto was organised in 1948 to promote higher 
standards of advertising and commercial art in Canada. This volume reproduces in 
black and white without textual commentary the best examples of Canadian advertis- 
ing and editorial art displayed at the club’s 1952 exhibition. It furnishes a permanent 
and graphic record of the creative and technical progress achieved in both design 
and illustration, proving that commercial art has taste and imagination. (741°67)

PLASTICS FOR THE HOME CRAFTSMAN. Characteristics of the 
chief plastics, working them by hand and light machines, improvising equipment, 
original designs to make, etc. Rodney Hooper. Evans Bros., 128.6d. 1953. 
22*2 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. 


A copiously illustrated instructional manual which gives full details of available 
materials for craftwork in plastics, and of the correct methods of working each. 
There are many suggestions Fe articles to make, chosen to illustrate typical techniques. 
Although the earlier chapters are kept at an easy level, the later work is more advanced 
than is indicated by the sub-title. The text goes as far as methods of working plastics 
by fairly complex arrangements of tools, and by light machinery which would be 
adaptable to small-scale production.

PRINTS AND VISUAL COMMUNICATION. William N. Ivins.

The author was for many years Curator of Prints at the Metropolitan Museum, New 
York. Throughout | his professional career he sought to find ‘a pattern of significance 
in the story of prints’; the present work is an attempt to establish such a pattern. The 
thesis put forward is that the exact repetition of pictures, designs, diagrams, etc. by 
the various techniques of engraving has played a decisive role in technological and 
social advance. Mr. Ivins regards prints primarily as a means of visual communication, 
artistic merit being of secondary importance. Much may be learnt from this new 
and provocative approach which will appeal to the sociologist and historian of science 
as well as to the student of wood and copper engraving. (760)

AN EAR FOR MUSIC. Mervyn Bruxner. HOW TO READ MUSIC. 
Watkins Shaw. Fountain Press, 2s.6d. each. 1953. 18°4 cm. 48: 100 pages. 7 plates 
in first book.

Music lovers, whether beginners or otherwise, will welcome these valuable little aids 
to the appreciation of music. In the first Mervyn Bruxner wisely stresses the vital 
importance of approaching the art of listening to music with a completely open mind, 
free from the ‘story’ which so often pervades the programme note. His book is 
a helpful guide written in an engaging style. The grammar of music becomes a 
frecinating subject in the hands of Mr. Watkins Shaw. In its simply phrased instruc- 
tions and ample examples How to Read Music offers an attractive inducement to carry 
appreciation a stage further. It is also a useful “brush-up’ for the musically acquainted.

WHAT HAPPENS IN SINGING. A Short Manual of Vocal Mechanics and 
Technique. Gerald Mackworth-Young. Newman Neame, 12s.6d. 1953. 21°5 cm. 
125 pagés. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 


Dissatisfaction with most of the standard textbooks on the science of singing led the 
author to make his own investigations into the mechanics of voice production. This 
book embodies the results of his studies, in the light of facts, rather than theories about 
which there is endless disagreement. He discusses the structure and function of lungs

and resonators in relation to the differences in tone production of both sexes, and to 
the varying qualities of vowels and consonants. A clear style, aided by good printing 
and careful layout of illustrations, contribute to a stimulating book that deserves the 
attention of all singers. (784°9) 


PIANO TECHNIQUE. Sidney Harrison. Pitman, 12s.6d. 1953. 25°4 cm. 
88 pages. 94 musical examples. 


A stimulating if rather unorthodox book based on the experience of a teacher whose 
informal approach to the keyboard has become widely known through broadcasting 
and television. His seventeen short chapters contain a mine of information on the 
inter-relation of arm, wrist and fingers as it affects the technical problems of phrasing, 
pedalling, rhythm and part-playing. The book is less likely to help beginners than 
the more advanced who need stimulus to bring their playing to life. (786-3) 


The Theatre 
THE OPEN STAGE AND THE MODERN THEATRE IN 
RESEARCH AND PRACTICE. Richard Southern. Faber, 12s.6d. 1953. 
21 cm. 125 pages. 14 illustrations in text. 
Richard Southern is well known as a stage-designer and as an authority on the 
history of stage-craft; he recently published a massive work on Changeable Scenery. 
He here presents four lectures delivered in the Department of Drama, Bristol 
University. He explains how acting, the play, and the stage are all equally contributive 
to the main art of the theatre, and then proceeds to an historical survey and a descrip- 
tion of the present uses and possible developments of the open stage. In the simple 
platform stage he sees a solution to many of the problems, economic and otherwise, 
that beset the theatre of today and his exposition will have much interest for producers 
and actors as well as for students of stage design. (792) 


Sports and Games 
ON BEING A BIRD. Philip Wills. Parrish, 15s.6d. 1953. 20°5 cm. 231 pages. 
1§ photographs. 29 line drawings. Bibliography. Index. 


The World Gliding Champion of 1952 gives here an exciting account of the sport, 
thrills and adventure of sailplane flying. After twenty years of gliding, the author is 
still ‘fascinated by the ocean of the air, by its habits and thrills, and by slowly learning 
to understand its curious ways’. Very well written, with touches of humour, this 
book of experiences in a world of air and cloud should fascinate many others besides 
sailplane pilots and members of gliding clubs. (797°5) 


FOOTLOOSE WITH A FISHING ROD. Places to Fish in Britain and 
Ireland. W. E. Davies. A. G. Elliot (Kingswood, Surrey), 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
$0 drawings by the author. Index. (Right Way Books) 

A book of angling experiences in very many parts of Britain and Ireland which forms 

an excellent guide for those contemplating a fishing holiday. The author briefly 

describes many places of interest in the neighbourhood of the rivers and lakes which 
he introduces to the reader. (799°1) 


FISHING. Bernard Venables. Batsford, 16s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 288 pages. 18 drawings 
by the author. Index. (British Sports: Past and Present) 


In this delightful account of angling in England, which should appeal to the general 
reader as well as to the expert fisherman, the author deals with the history of the sport 
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more by occasional backward glances than by following a strict chronological 
sequence. Nevertheless, the development of angling in the last two centuries is 
cleverly traced in his pleasant, and enthusiastic, discourses on a variety of angling 


topics. (7991) 


STILL-WATER ANGLING. Richard Walker. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 1953. 
22°2 cm. 232 pages. 59 photographs. Diagrams. Index. 
The author, an experienced angler with a scientific background, explains clearly the 
theories that he has successfully put to the test, and some suggestions which remain 
untried. He believes that most anglers want to catch big fish above all and points out 
that, although still-water fishing is scorned by some anglers, most of the British fresh- 
water fish grow bigger in still waters than in rivers and are often better fighters than 
river fish. There is an excellent chapter on fishing tackle, and tench, perch, bream, 
roach, rudd, chub, pike, eels and trout are among the species dealt with. The most 
space is devoted to carp because they are the most difficult to catch, and he relates his 
remarkable experience in 1952 when he caught a forty-four pound carp—a British 
Empire record. (799°1) 


LITERATURE 
PRIVATE VIEW. Walter de la Mare. Introduction by Lord David Cecil. 


Faber, 18s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 272 pages. 
Forty essays and reviews, published (most of them anonymously) in the Times Literary 
Supplement, etc. between 1910 and 1938, make up this book, the subjects ranging 
from Defoe and Donne to Tchekov and Hardy, from Creative Criticism and Maps 
in Fact and Fiction to Doggerel, Metaphor and Pure English. Mr. de la Mare’s 
criticism is as sensitive as his poctry, and equally distinctive. His view of literature 
is very personal, but the ‘characteristic dreamy intensity’ with which he studies a 
novel or a poem does not obscure its real qualities for him or for us; he reveals them 
in a new light and quickens our enjoyment of them. (804) 


American Poetry 
THE TRANSLATIONS OF EZRA POUND. Introduction by Hugh 
Kenner. Faber, 30s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 408 pages. 

Mr. Pound is an altogether exceptional translator. It seems irrelevant to criticise his 
work by the normal canons of accuracy and scholarship, with which he allows 
himself great licence. On the other hand he succeeds in giving the reader something 
of which most translators are incapable—a fresh poetic creation. The verse which he 
chooses to translate plays an important part in his general conception of poetry, and 
what he offers is frequently not so much a rendering of the original as a poetic echo 
of it in his own idiom. The most important works here are the translations of 
Cavalcanti and Arnaut Daniel, the ‘Cathay’ group from the Chinese, a number 
of Noh plays from the Japanese and “The Seafarer’ from the Anzlo-Saxon. The reader 
who presses on undaunted past the portentous and obscure introduction will find 
poetry of great beauty and distinction in all these sequences. (811-5) 


English Poetry 

SURVIVOR’S LEAVE. Charles Causley. Hand and Flower Press (Aldington, 
Kent), 3s.6d. 1953. 18-4 cm. 46 pages. Paper bound. 

Elegance and formality have returned, and Mr. Causland is certainly a very elegant 

writer, something of a wit, and possessed of much vitality. Cornwall, the sea, the 
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war, are the chief motifs in this handful of poems, and Mr. Causland is adept at the 
neo-Auden ballad or near-ballad—sprightly or fanciful, generally with a sting in 
the tail. There is a nice sense of language and a freshness in these and other short 
lyrics, which make easy and agreeable reading. (821-9) 


POEMS. Wolfe Fairbridge. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 
I§S. 1953. 22°2 cm. 84 pages. Portrait. 
The death in 1950 of Wolfe Seymour Fairbridge at the age of thirty-one deprived 
Australia of one of her most promising poets. He had a good ear for music and 
rhythm, a vivid imagination and a pronounced talent for writing moving reflective 
poetry. A few of Fairbridge’s poems are already anthology pieces, Consecration of the 
House being perhaps the best known. An unfinished sonnet sequence on Darwin, in 
whom the author (also a biologist) was greatly interested, is included in the present 
selection prepared by R. G. Howarth and T. Inglis Moore, and sponsored by the 
Commonwealth Literary Fund. (821-9A) 


English Drama 

THE BAIKIE CHARIVARI, or The Seven Prophets. A Miracle Play. 
James Bridie. Preface by Walter Elliot. Constable, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 100 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 

The Scottish dramatist James Bridie died in 1951 and this miracle play, based on the 

legend of Punch, is his last work. In a short introductory note he writes that by 

tradition ‘the celebrated character of Punch is a projection of Pontius Pilate’. A 

mixture of reality and fantasy, of metaphysics and clownery, the play nevertheless 

strikes deep at the root of man’s being. In a really brilliant preface Walter Elliot 

hails the piece as ‘Peer Gynt of Scotland’. (822-9) 


HIS EMINENCE OF ENGLAND. A Play in Two Acts. Hugh Ross 
Williamson. Heinemann, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 78 pages. (Drama Library) 
Commissioned for the Canterbury Cathedral Festival for 1953, this short play, in 
little more than two episodes, the first set in Italy in 1541 and the second in England 
in 1$54-58, portrays something of the career and character of Reginald Pole, Cardinal 
of England. Pole was exiled for his religious beliefs by Henry VIII but recalled to 
England by his cousin, Mary Tudor, after her accession. The play forms part of a 
tetralogy, covering the history of England between 1530 and 1605, of which the 
other plays, The Cardinal’s Learning, Queen Elizabeth, and Gunpowder Treason and 
Plot, have already been published. (822-9) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE TROPICAL WORLD. Its Social and Economic Conditions and Its 
Future Status. Pierre Gourou. Translated from the French by E. D. Laborde. 
Longmans, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 168 pages. 39 photographs. 16 maps. Index. 
(Geographies for Advanced Study) 

Professor Gourou has had first-hand acquaintance with his subject in Indo-China, 

tropical and equatorial Africa and South America. He is primarily concerned with 

human problems and with agricultural development. He shows how, and to what 
extent, the inhabitants of tropical countries are affected by health conditions and the 
nature of the soil, and gives detailed accounts of agricultural and pastoral systems and 
their effect on human life. In spotlighting certain immediate problems for the colonial 
administrator—not the least important being that of soil erosion—he emphasises 
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that their origins can be attributed directly to European intervention, and that the 
first essential in any attempt to raise the standard of living of tropical people lies in 
obeying Nature’s directions. (o11) 


Ancient World 
THE ANCIENT CITY OF ATHENS: Its Topography and Monuments. 
Ida Thallon Hill. Methuen, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 270 pages. 2 plates. 34 text figures. 
Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
Any account of the topography of ancient Athens must be based on a synthesis 
between Pausanias’s guide-book of the second century A.D. and the actual remains 
standing or unearthed today. The last attempt was published in 1931. Since then 
excavation has revolutionised our knowledge both of the many phases of the classical 
town and of the stagesof its growth from a Stone Age settlement to an Achaean fortress 
and so to a Hellenic city. Mrs. Hill’s book summarises old and new knowledge, and 
the arrangement is mainly topographical. Owing to the compression of extremely 
complex material, the book does not make easy reading in the study, but it would 
be the perfect guide-book on the spot, and its fullness, accuracy and excellent 
documentation make it a thoroughly reliable work of reference. (913-8) 


Travel and Topography 
MISS FINNIGAN’S FAULT. Constantine FitzGibbon. Cassell, 15s. 1953. 
22°3 cm. 188 pages. 23 photographs. Map. 

A lively and engaging book on Ireland every page of which is enjoyable, whether 
or not one agrees with the author’s opinions. In part an exploration of Ireland today, 
in part a search for an understanding of his own ancestry, in part again an exposition 
of his own outlook, the whole is skilfully blended with all the charm of good con- 
versation. His defence of his ancestor “Black Jack’ FitzGibbon, Earl of Clare and 
Lord High Chancellor of Ireland at the Union, is vigorous, though unlikely to 
convince those who regard him as ‘the best hated man in Ireland’. Wandering and 
musing in Dublin, Kerry, Limerick, and Meath, Mr. FitzGibbon has the past always 
in mind, but traces its repercussions in the present. His book has much to contribute 
to a true understanding of the Irish outlook. (914°15) 


JOURNEY INTO IRELAND. Written and illustrated by W. A. Poucher. 
Country Life, 30s. 1953. 28°5 cm. 128 pages. 117 photographs. Endpaper map. 
Index. 

In these photographs Mr. Poucher has concentrated on the mountains and coasts of 

Ireland, and presents aspects of the scenery which may surprise many of his readers. 

The Killarney district and the limestone plateau of the Dartry mountains provide 

some particularly striking subjects. His photographs, with a few exceptions, are 

certainly unconventional, and form an interesting record. A few of the reproductions 
are rather flat and lacking in atmosphere, but the most successful are very good 
indeed. The text, mainly a record of his journeys and climbs, will enable others to 
enjoy at first hand the scenes he portrays so skilfully. (914°15) 


THE NORTH DEVON COAST. A Guide to Its Scenery and Architecture, 
History and Antiquities. S. H. Burton. Werner Laurie, 16s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 192 
pages. 17 photographs. 3 maps. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 

The scope of this book is sufficiently indicated by the sub-title. Mr. Burton writes 

pleasantly and informatively of this fine stretch of coastline, doing justice to its 
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scenery, and tracing succinctly the history of its settlements and their transformation 
into modern popular resorts. The Lynmouth disaster of 1952 naturally receives 
attention, and its causes—and the plans for reconstruction—are outlined. Mr. Burton 
has put much research into his book, but he wears his learning lightly, and it should 
have a wide appeal. The illustrations are good. (914:2) 


SHORT GUIDE TO LONDON. Edited by L. Russell Muirhead. 7th edition. 
Benn, 15s. 1953. 15°7 cm. 312 pages. 4 maps. 28 plans. Index. (Blue Guides) 
This convenient pocket volume is based upon the Blue Guide to London. It begins with 
forty-four pages of useful information about travel, money, hotels, boarding houses, 
restaurants, postal services, amusements, etc., and a calendar of events. Then there 
are descriptions of thirty-seven ‘routes’, by following which the visitor may see most 
of London; ten visits to ‘the great public collections’ (the British Museum, National 
Gallery, etc.); and six excursions to Richmond, Windsor, St. Albans and other 
places of interest near London—all these chapters being packed with topographical 
and historical information. The visitor will find this book invaluable. (914°21) 


GATHERINGS FROM CATALONIA. John Langdon-Davies. Cassell, 21s. 
1953. 22°3 cm. 240 pages. 30 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 
A delightful and informative book by one who has lived for over thirty years in 
Catalonia and has acquired a deep insight into country and people. He describes the 
everyday life of the Catalans in the city and countryside with an enthusiasm tempered 
by a candid recognition of their human failings. His chapter on Barcelona is not 
merely advice on what to see—and avoid—but a valuable essay on the city’s growth 
and the historic experience which has fashioned it and differentiated it from other 
cities of Spain. He has also much to say on the arts, and adds a short appendix on 
the Catalan language, and another on books, mainly in Catalan. This is a book to 
which the reader will return repeatedly for its humanity and wit. (914°6) 


INTRODUCING SPAIN. Cedric Salter. Methuen, 18s. 1953. 20°3 cm. 
270 pages. 24 illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. 


The author has clearly a warm affection for Spain and the Spaniards, and very 
reasonably writes to stimulate others to visit that country and to help them to 
appreciate fully what they find there. From his inside experience, he provides just the 
right kind of information on travel, accommodation, and food, with a comprehensive 
series of itineraries which embody suggestions to suit most tastes and are enlivened 
by his own reminiscences (914°6) 


SWITZERLAND. Martin Hiirlimann. Thames & Hudson, 42s. 1953. 31 cm. 
212 pages. 224 photographs. Map. Historical notes. Index. 


Mr. Hiirlimann’s splendid photographs, splendidly reproduced by photogravure, are 
worthy of his native country’s ‘glory and fame . . . the proud majesty of her mountains 
and the tranquillity and sweet abundance of her valleys’, her historic buildings and 
the everyday life of her people. The introduction deals briefly with the history 
and life of this remarkable federation. The photographs cover the whole country, and 
the historical and descriptive notes are admirable. This book is as good as Mr. 
Hiirlimann’s Italy (reviewed in British Book News June 1953). (91494) 
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REFLECTIONS ON A MARINE VENUS. A Companion to the Land- 
scape of Rhodes. Lawrence Durrell. Faber, 25s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 198 pages. 7 plates. 
Bibliography. 

This is a rambling chronicle of impressions, the fruit of Mr. Durrell’s two years 

spent in Rhodes as a Press Officer, and written in his characteristically sharp and 

evocative prose. He explores the history, the landscape and the climate of the island 
and creates a delightful gallery of local characters. If the final effect does not quite 
match the imaginative power of his book on Corfu, this is perhaps because the 
character of Rhodes itself seems more hybrid, less keenly to be savoured. But he has 
written a book of much charm which the lover of Mediterreanean islands will find 
indispensable. (914°99) 


AFRICA. A Study in Tropical Development. L. Dudley Stamp. Chapman & Hall, 
68s. 1953. 23°4 cm. $76 pages. Photographs. Maps. Diagrams. Bibliographies. 
Index. 

Professor Stamp’s approach to his subject is fundamentally geographical; in the first 

section he discusses the permanent factors—relief, climate, soil, vegetation, agricultural 

systems—and their inter-relations. In the second, he describes the countries and 
regions in turn. Many problems likely to be overlooked are stressed; the difficulties 
arising from soil structure, the lack of ‘water mindedness’ among Africans, the 
ravages of pests and diseases, the obstacles to economic advance presented by 
the generally sparse population. He shows the influence of these in the past, how they 
are being tackled now, and the mistakes frequently made, and constantly emphasises 
the need for intensive research. Some general discussion of the whole problem of 
Africa’s relations with the outside world would have been helpful, but no one could 
read this work without having his outlook considerably enlarged. (916) 


BLACK MAN’S TOWN. Isobel Ryan assisted by Bill Ryan. Cape, 15s. 
1953. 20°3 cm. 250 pages. Drawings by Bill Ryan. Endpaper map. 
The author spent a couple of years in the Gold Coast accompanying her husband 
engaged in the timber trade. She has already recorded much of her experience in 
Black Man’s Country (1950) and now goes into more detail about the social, business 
and domestic problems and incidents which confront the European in the new West 
Africa. Self-government and a sense of acute nationalism have led to a rapid trans- 
formation in the relationship between white and black, which calls for some 
versatility on both sides. This is a useful book, put together with intelligence and 
much good humour, which should be read by any woman contemplating making 
a home in West Africa. (916-67) 


WITH THE SUN ON MY BACK. John K. Ewers. Angus & Robertson 


(Sydney, Australia, and London), 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 244 pages. 39 illustrations. 
Endpaper map. 


The work of a practised writer, and the fruit of wide travelling and careful observa- 
tion, this account of life in northern Australia is a worth-while addition to the steadily 
growing list of travel books on the region. Mr. Ewers writes of aboriginal corroborees, 
of conditions in the north-west and centre of Australia, and, less fully, of develop- 
ments in northern Queensland. The author’s survey was carried out mainly on 
assignment for the Australian Geographical Society and Walkabout; and the 
manuscript won for him a prize in the Commonwealth Jubilee literary competitions.

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AUSTRALIAN PASSPORT. Colin Wills. Dobson, 10s.6d. 1953. 
22°2 cm. 114 pages. 
In form an autobiography, this is essentially a presentation and interpretation of the 
life and spirit of Australia. As a schoolboy in Sydney, a jackaroo in the bush, and a 
broadcaster and writer, Colin Wills has had first-hand experience of most aspects of 
Australian life. His analysis of the change in outlook from the ‘twenties to the ’thirties, 
as the continent's isolation was broken down and its economy transformed, is 
thoughtful and persuasive. He writes affectionately yet critically, for these changes, 
as they affected writers and artists seemed to him fraught with danger, and led to his 
migration to London. But he now feels that others may be succeeding where he 
and his contemporaries failed. His vivid sketches of the Australian scene convey 
the feeling of limitless space and adventure. and show that he still bears the deep 
imprint of his country of origin. (919°4)

PAGES FROM A MUSICIAN’S LIFE. Fritz Busch. Translated from the 
German by Marjorie Strachey. Hogarth Press, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 9 illustrations. 
Index. 


Fritz Busch was known in England as a conductor of opera at Glyndebourne from 
1934 onwards. Although not covering the period from 1934 until his premature 
death in 1951, this scrupulously objective autobiography vividly re-creates the 
musical life of Germany in Cologne, Dresden, Bayreuth and other places where 
Busch won his name and the respect of such men as Reger and Strauss. His account 
of the plight of musicians under the Weimar Republic and then under the Nazis 
adds much to our knowledge of that distressing period. (92) 


SAMUEL BUTLER. The Incarnate Bachelor. Philip Henderson. Cohen & 
West, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 256 pages. 8 plates. Chronology. 


In this book the author is more concerned with the personality of Samuel Butler 
(1835-1902), the satirist, than with his work. He discusses the important formative 
influence of Butler’s unhappy childhood, and shows how his personality is revealed 
in his extraordinary friendships, his attitude to his contemporaries and by the 
questions that excited his enthusiasm, his distaste and his scrutiny. This successful 
compact biography of a perplexing personality necessarily indicates many of Butler’s 
literary qualities. It should bring new readers to Butler’s work and the bigger books 
on his life. (92) 


CARSON. The Life of Sir Edward Carson, Lord Carson of Duncairn. 
H. Montgomery Hyde. Heinemann, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. $23 pages. 25 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 


Edward Carson, the distinguished advocate and statesman who championed the 
Northern Ireland Ulster Unionist cause, was born in Dublin in 1854; he practised 
first at the Irish Bar, later transferred his practice to London, became a Queen’s 
Counsel and built up a wide practice. He was briefed in many outstanding cases, 
including the first Oscar Wilde trial, the Jameson Raid case and the Archer-Shee 
case. In 1900 he became Solicitor General for England. Although originally a Liberal, 
in 1910 he was elected Chairman of the Ulster Unionist Parliamentary Party and led 
the resistance to Home Rule. He continued to play an important role in English 
politics until he became a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary in 1921. Mr. Montgomery 
Hyde’s book is likely to become the authoritative biography of Carson. (92) 
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NORMAN DOUGLAS. A Pictorial Record, with a Critical and Biographical 
Study by Constantine FitzGibbon. Richards Press, 12s. 6d. 1953. 24°7 cm. 72 pages. 
17 plates. 

The enchanting essay with which this book opens was written by one of Douglas's 

would-be biographers at Capri. It is followed by photographs of Douglas from 

childhood to old age—and the author of South Wind lived from 1868 to 1952, his 
fame always somewhat circumscribed. As his life had rarely a dull moment, it is all 
the more sad that this particular author (who writes of him so well) should have told 

Douglas that he doubted whether he could finish his biography. He has at any rate 

caught the essential man in his miniature excursion, and stated the more important 

facts about his sophisticated novels, travel books and commentaries. (92) 


LANDSMAN HAY. The Memoirs of Robert Hay, 1789-1847. Edited by 
M. D. Hay. Hart-Davis, 15s. 1953. 20°9 cm. 248 pages. 10 illustrations. 2 maps. 


Landsman Hay was a Paisley boy who ran away to sea in 1803 and served, east and 
west, chiefly in King’s ships, until he escaped back to Scotland in 1811. His navy was 
that of Nelson; he served directly under Collingwood and Pellew, both of whom 
he admired. His artless reminiscences, carefully edited, were originally composed 
merely for a local journal, but they have authentic detail which adds valuably to the 
slenderly documented history of the men of the lower-deck in the supreme age of 


sail. (92) 


SIR ALBERT HOWARD IN INDIA. Louise E. Howard. Faber, 21s. 


1953. 22°6 cm. 272 pages. Bibliographies. Glossary. Index. 


Lady Howard describes the distinguished career of her late husband in soil and crop 
husbandry research during his residence in India, 1905-31. His work as Imperial 
Economic Botanist to the Government of India led to the breeding of the famous 
Pusa wheats. There were few problems of Eastern agriculture which escaped his 
attention. In addition to experimental work on other crops, on soil conditions and 
disease problems, he actively concerned himself with the state of the Eastern peasant, 
which led him to explore the whole question of man’s relationship to the soil. “The 
last fifteen years of his life were devoted to the fight for restoring fertility to 
the depleted soils of the world.’ Lady Howard shows that Sir Albert was first and 
foremost a scientist; it is left to the reader to assess his merits as a humanitarian. (92) 


RETURN PASSAGE. The Autobiography of Violet R. Markham. Oxford 
University Press, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 272 pages. 9 illustrations. Index. 
Born and brought up in a wealthy Victorian home in Derbyshire, Miss Markham 
was led by her Liberal principles and social conscience to devote her life to the public 
service. She founded a settlement at Chesterfield, of which town she later became 
Mayor, and served for many years as a member and as Deputy Chairman of the 
Assistance Board. Her very modest and compressed account of these activities is 
interspersed with chapters on her travels in four continents and a digression on the 
dogs to whom she was devoted. Her work brought her first-hand knowledge of 
the evils attendant on an industrial civilisation, but also many friends of all degrees. She 
writes interestingly of the people, places and experiences which have enriched an 
exceptionally full life. (92) 
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QUEEN OVER THE WATER. Mary Hopkirk. Murray, 21s. 1953. 
22-2 cm. 330 pages. 18 illustrations. Sources. Bibliography. Index. 
Mary of Modena, who became the second wife of James II at the age of fifteen, had 
a difficult part to play, but historians have never given her full credit for the way in 
which she faced her problems. Mrs. Hopkirk comes to her rescue with a competent 
biography in which she studies her against the background of court intrigue, and 
the clash of religion and politics in Restoration England, and also in her years of exile 
at St. Germain after her husband’s death. The book announces no fresh discoveries, 
but its author has a close knowledge of the printed sources for the period, and she 
writes with sympathetic understanding of the difficulties which beset the Queen, 
especially in her later years, when she was largely dependent on the favours of the 
French government, and was constantly harassed by the intrigues centring around 
the Pretender. (92) 


THE STORY OF AXEL MUNTHE. Gustaf Munthe and Gudrun Uexkiill. 
Translated from the Swedish by Malcolm Munthe and from the German by 
Lord Sudley. Murray, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 235 pages. 31 illustrations. Index. 

“What is your motto in life:? Axel Munthe was once asked. ‘Live dangerously and 

trust life’, he replied, and this is the impression given of him in this series of fragmen- 

tary recollections. Axel Munthe, doctor, writer and friend to animals, is universally 
known as the author of The Story of San Michele. His own story, in Sweden, Paris, 

Italy (Capri in particular) and England, is in this book not so much chronicled as 

suggested. It gives the flavour of a bizarre personality, with flashes of greatness. 

Munthe died in the Royal Castle, Stockholm, in 1949, aged 91, long after he had 

become a living legend. (92) 


THE GULF OF YEARS. Letters from John Ruskin to Kathleen Olander. 
Commentary by Kathleen Prynne. Edited and with a Preface by Rayner Unwin. 
Allen & Unwin, 9s.6d. 1953.. 20°3 cm. 96 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Notes. 

These letters, written between December 1887 and October 1888, and hitherto un- 

published, resulted from a meeting between Ruskin and Kathleen Olander, a young 

art student. Impressed by her talent and personality Ruskin offered to teach her 
drawing. She enthusiastically agreed and, though they seldom met, their letters 
ripened their acquaintance; Ruskin’s interest became deep affection, and hers was 
directed towards relieving his mental depression. Their friendship undoubtedly 
rejuvenated Ruskin. Kathleen Olander (now Mrs. Prynne) writes the valuable linking 
commentary on the letters. Mr. Unwin provides explanatory notes and an Introduc- 
tion on Ruskin at this period. Any survey of Ruskin’s last phase must take account 
of this book. (92) 


A WANDERER IN THE WIND. The Odyssey of an Animal Collector. 
Cecil S. Webb. Introduction by Dr. G. M. Vevers. Hutchinson, 21s. 1953. 
23°4 cm. 302 pages. 51 photographs. 10 line drawings. Endpaper map. Glossary. 

Mr. Webb has spent most of an eventful life collecting vertebrates, mainly birds and 

mammals, for zoological gardens, particularly for the London Zoo, of which during 

recent years he has been a Curator. He has visited many parts of Africa, South America, 

India, the Far East and Australia and writes in a pleasantly rambling style about the 

places as well as the animals. It is refreshing to read of the care with which he studied 

and acclimatised his captures, and the first-hand notes on methods used necessarily 
contain much information on natural history and behaviour which was previously 

unrecorded. (92) 
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GEORGE WHITEFIELD—THE AWAKENER. A Moder Study of 
the Evangelical Revival. Albert D. Belden. 2nd edition, revised. Rockliff, 30s. 
19$3. 22°2 cm. 316 pages. 27 plates. 6 line drawings. Index. 


This interesting and refreshing, if highly-priced volume should lead to a reassessment 
of Whitefield and the evangelical revival of the eighteenth century in which he played 
an important part, and to a concern about the things for which he stood. With that 
dual purpose in view, Dr. Belden first describes the phenomenal activities of Whitefield 
in America and Great Britain and then draws a portrait of the man himself as a 
pioneer in evangelism, education and philanthropy. In the concluding chapters the 
message of the evangelical revival for our own day is considered, with special reference 
to its theological, psychological and sociological implications. (92) 


rHE INTERNATIONAL WHO’S WHO, 1953. 17th edition. Europa

The 1953 edition of this important reference work, which gives salient facts about 
eminent men and women of all nationalities and from every walk of life (including 
the works they have written, composed, painted, sculptured, or designed), is the 
result of a complete and full revision of its predecessor. The entries are based on details 
received from the subjects themselves and are clearly set out. Hundreds of new ones 
have been added and existing biographies have been checked to ensure that they 
contain the latest possible information. Preceding the entries are particulars of the 
Reigning Royal Families of the World. (920) 


Genealogy 


MANIFEST DESTINY. A Study in Five Profiles of the Rise and Influence 
of the Mountbatten Family. Brian Connell. Cassell, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
238 pages. 35 photographs. Genealogical table. Bibliography. Index. 


The five essays in this book have as a common theme the way in which the Mount- 
batten family rose to a position of power in modern British society. The first deals 
with Prince Louis of Battenberg, founder of that part of the line which has become 
wholly British. The second sketches the remarkable career of Sir Ernest Cassel, 
financier and friend of Edward VII, whose vast fortune passed into the family with 
the marriage of his grand-daughter to the younger son of Prince Louis. The next 
two are devoted to that grand-daughter and her husband, the present Countess and 
Earl Mountbatten of Burma. To them, on the death of the earl’s elder brother, was 
confided the young nephew who was to become Prince Philip, Duke of Edinburgh. 
His career is the subject of the last essay. While it makes no claim to very special 
knowledge, the book has a general topical appeal, and it makes some contribution to 
the social history of contemporary England. (929°2) 


A PIONEER FAMILY. The Birkbecks in Illinois 1818-1827. Gladys Scott 
Thomson. Cape, 10s.6d. 1953. 20°5 cm. 128 pages. Frontispiece. 
The Birkbecks were Surrey yeomen. They tilled Lord Onslow’s land in a large way. 
They were educated, self-respecting, religious, and hard working. After the Napo- 
leonic Wars, they bought land in Illinois. They began well, but, as the years passed, 
misfortune overtook them, so that today the name of their settlement, Wanborough 
(after their English home), is no longer on the American map. Their letters are delight- 
ful: straightforward, vivid, affectionate, and they have been edited well. The 
Birkbecks deserved better luck, but they never seem to have felt nostalgia for what 
must have been a comfortable life at home. ‘A mighty ridiculous position for a 
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Surrey farmer, to be one of the founders of a republic as extensive as Great Britain’ — 
so exclaimed the head of the family in 1818. Not so ridiculous when the character 
of the breed is considered. (929-2) 


Europe 
NAVAL WARS IN THE LEVANT, 1559-1853. R. C. Anderson. 
University Press of Liverpool (Liverpool), 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 630 pages. 10 
illustrations. Map. 19 plans. Bibliography. Index. 
This detailed study of sea warfare in the Western Mediterranean begins with the 
Franco-Spanish Treaty in 1559 and ends with the introduction of steam and iron; 
the preceding period from the fall of Constantinople in 1453 is dealt with in outline. 
Original research has produced much new material concerning, for instance, the 
Cretan War of 1645-69 and the fading days of the Venetian Navy, 1784-92; other 
studies include the Morean War, the Russian Fleets, Napoleonic Wars and the 
War of Greek Independence. The narrative is purely historical and the author rightly 
makes no attempt to discuss the lessons of the campaigns. (940°2)

COVER OF DARKNESS. Roderick Chisholm. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 
1953. 20°3 cm. 222 pages. 27 illustrations. 

Very little has been written about the operations of our night fighters during the 
Second World War. This book by one of the most successful and skilful of them is 
therefore of unusual interest. During the Battle of Britain and for some time after- 
wards the night fighters sent up to engage enemy bombers had practically no scientific 
devices. Air Commodore Chisholm, who does not write too technically, traces the 
successful development of radar, counter radio measures and other methods, which 
eventually made the air over this country a very dangerous and difficult element for 
the German airmen. He also describes his own adventures as a fighter pilot both 
modestly and well. (940°548) 


I FLEW FOR THE FUHRER. The Story of a German Airman. 
Heinz Knoke. Translated from the German by John Ewing. Evans Bros., 12s.6d. 
1953. 222 cm. 187 pages. 25 plates. 

The diary of a Nazi fighter pilot who is credited with having shot down fifty-two 

Allied aircraft. Knoke soon made his mark in the Battle of Britain and on the Russian 

front. Later he was most successfully employed in attacking large daylight formations 

of American bombers. It was his idea to bomb close formations from the air. He was 
one of the few German fighters to survive almost the whole of the campaign, in the 
course of which he had many fierce combats with British and American pilots and 
some amazing escapes. The diary, which is well translated, also gives some interesting 
sidelights on Germany during the War. (940-548) 


Northern Ireland 

THIS IS ULSTER. H.M. Stationery Office for the Government of Northern 
Ireland, 4s.6d. 1953. 27°6 cm. 64 pages. Frontispiece. 46 photographs. Endpaper 
maps. 

An attractively produced booklet, published for the Royal visit. The illustrations 

cover most aspects of the administration, industry, agriculture and cultural life of 

Northern Ireland and the concise text records the achievements of the war and 

post-war years. (941-6) 














Britain 
AUDLEY END. William Addison. Dent, 30s. 1953. 228 cm) 255 pages. 
Coloured frontispiece. 16 plates. Endpaper genealogies. Andex. 


Audley End, Essex, one of the greatest English historic mansjons,“was built betweefi 
1603 and 1616, and acquired for the nation in 1946 from its Jas‘Gwner, Lord Bray- 
brooke, who writes the Foreword to this book. Mr. Aiddison has traced the 
architectural development and modifications of the mansion, and has described 
the life led by the generations of Howards and Nevilles who lived in it, the part they 
played as national figures and as local landowners. Literary skill and able research 
have produced a book enabling visitors to Audley End to see it as a part of history, 
not as just another musuem. (942) 


THE BOROUGH TOWN OF STRATFORD-UPON-AVON. 
Levi Fox. Batsford, 10s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 168 pages. $4 illustrations, mainly 
photographs. 3 plans. Note on MS. sources. Index. 


Shakespeare’s fame has given his native town a peculiar interest to people all over 
the world, but this book shows that it has much intrinsic interest also. Bronze Age 
men, Romans and Saxons occupied the site in turn, by the thirteenth century it was 
an important market town, and King Edward VI granted it a Charter of Incorporation 
in 155§3—the 4ooth anniversary of which is commemorated by this book. Mr. Fox, 
who is Deputy Keeper of the Corporation’s Records, has drawn on MS. sources 
among others for this readable, well-informed study of the borough’s history, 
government, social and economic life, and connection with Shakespeare. (942) 


ENGLAND. William Ralph Inge. 3rd, revised, edition. Benn, 25s. 1953. 
222 cm. 284 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Inge wrote this provocative analysis of English life and institutions in 1926, 
when it needed foresight to detect the social changes set in motion by the First 
World War. His observations on a variety of topics, ranging from race, language, 
and national character, to imperialism, the industrial revolution, parliamentary 
institutions, socialism, and current affairs, were nothing if not independent and 
courageous, and the book aroused much comment. Now, at the age of ninety-three, 
the author has revised it for a third edition, contributing a new introduction which 
‘contains an old man’s reflections on what has been called the end of an age . . . 
an age of disillusionment such as naturally follows an age of misplaced confidence’. 
Dr. Inge’s pen has lost none of its cunning, and old age, which ‘has made me a better 
Christian and, I fear, a worse Churchman’, still finds him conservative in outlook, 
critical in spirit, and no less—and no more—of a pessimist than he ever was. (942) 


OLIVER CROMWELL and the Rule of the Puritans in England. 
Sir Charles Firth. Introduction by G. M. Young. Oxford University Press, 
7s.6d. 1953. 15°4 cm. 508 pages. Index. (World’s Classics: double volume) 

Although first published in 1900 this is still the best biography of Cromwell, of 

whom Professor Firth writes that ‘No English ruler did more to shape the future 

of the land he governed, none showed more clearly in his acts “the plain heroic 
magnitude of mind” ’. The book not only recounts in detail his remarkable career as 
soldier and statesman, but describes the conflict between Charles I and his parliaments, 


the civil war, the one English experiment in military dictatorship, and the restoration 
of the monarchy. (942-06) 














Wales 


THE WELSH ANVIL (YR EINION). Vol. V. Edited by Alwyn D. 
Rees. Guild of Graduates of the University of Wales (Cardiff), 3s.6d. 1953. 
18.5 cm. 144 pages. Paper bound. 


This bilingual review performs a meritorious service by its selection of articles on 
developments and tendencies in contemporary Welsh life. In this number they vary 
from an analysis of the eternal problems of literary creation to an appreciation of 
the difficulties that face the Welsh composer of integrity in his effort to seek inspiration 
in the native musical tradition, and to an expert's opinion on the revitalisation of 
Welsh industry by the introduction of new enterprises and the modernisation 
of methods of production. Other notable contributions include a rather unorthodox 
evaluation of the significance of the Anglo-Welsh school of poets and novelists, and 
two excellent studies of the published works of two eminent modern Welsh poets.

Germany 
MODERN GERMAN HISTORY. Ralph Flenley. Dent, 30s. 1953. 
25"4 cm. 418 pages. 41 photographs. Drawings. 7 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This history of Germany by a Professor of History in the University of Toronto is 
useful chiefly as a straightforward account of German history between 1815 and 1918. 
What it has to say of the earlier and latest periods of German history is more slight 
and less sure in matters of detail. The book conventionally regards the history of 
Prussia as the key to the story, and usefully correlates the political narrative with 
an account of the progress of ideas and literature. The author keeps a sane balance 
between those who praise Germany blindly and those who condemn her utterly. 
The illustrations are well chosen and instructive. (943-08) 


THE RETURN OF GERMANY. A Tale of Two Countries. Norbert 
Muhlen. Bodley Head, 18s. 1953. 222 cm. 316 pages. Index. 


The author looks upon Germany as a microcosm in which can be observed the 
world struggle between Democracy and Communism. German by birth, Norbert 
Muhlen writes with first-hand knowledge of post-war Germany. His thesis is that the 
United States should back Western Germany, and that it is not possible ‘to bind a 
free Germany to the West without binding the West . . . to a free Germany’. The 
author makes many of the problems clear, without always giving them full weight 
or offering acceptable solutions. His most valuable contribution to the question may 
be his interpretation of what many Germans today are thinking about their own and 
the world situation. (943-087) 


South Africa 


THE JOHANNESBURG STORY. F. Addington Symonds. Muller, 15s. 
1953. 20°3 cm. 240 pages. 22 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a South African editor, retells the story of the City of Gold in brisk, 
entertaining, and vivid episodes. Barney Barnato, J. B. Robinson, Rhodes, Beit, 
Kruger, and many lesser names figure in the book, amongst them the egregious 
Louis Cohen. Many too are the sidelights on events of high politics in which the 
city has played a part. This diverting piece of journalism will bring the town vividly 
before the eyes of many who are unacquainted with South Africa. (968-2) 
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Canada 
CANADA: THE GOLDEN HINGE. Leslie Roberts. Harrap, 15s. 1953. 
20°2 cm. 312 pages. 27 photographs. 1 map. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This book was first published in Canada in 1952. Leslie Roberts expands Field Marshal 
Montgomery’s metaphor “There stands Canada, a hinge between the Old World 
and the New’ into an appraisal of her role as mediator between the two cultures of 
Great Britain and the U.S.A. and analyses Canada’s people, resources, cities, and 
government, revealing her tremendous economic expansion since 1939. A convincing 
commentary on the growing importance of a new international power. (971) 


FICTION 


General 


THE ORCHID HOUSE. P. Shand Allfrey. Constable, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
242 pages. 

From their home on an island in the West Indies three girls go out into the world: 
one marries an American-German farmer, another an English socialist, and the third 
becomes the widow of a rich aristocrat. The novel describes their return home as 
witnessed by their former nanny, an old coloured woman. The book is rich in 
attractive characters, and the sensuous writing beautifully conveys the charm of the 
island and its people. Mrs. Allfrey is a new writer of considerable quality. 


A PLACE TO STAND. Ann Bridge. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1953. 
20°3 cm. 288 pages. 

The love story that Miss Bridge has to tell is familiar enough—a girl hesitating between 
two lovers, an old and a new, and finally returning to the old—but it is played out 
against a background and in a period that together make the book of more than usual 
interest. This background is Hungary and the period 1941, when the country is 
about to be over-run by the German armies. Into this situation comes a rich American 
girl who is jolted out of her complacency by contact with underground and refugee 
movements. She returns to America with a new understanding of Europe and 
Europeans. 


THE MIDLANDERS. Elizabeth Coxhead. Collins, 10s.6d. 1953. 19°8 cm. 
256 pages. 

Readers of A Play Toward will be familiar with the Midland town of Alney and with 
many of the characters of this new book: Dr. and Mrs. Littlejohn of the Grammar 
School, Councillor Goadby who obstructed their progressive ideas, Dixon the 
Socialist schoolmaster, the rich family of manufacturers, the Bannisters. This light 
and very human story is chiefly concerned with the rising generation and in particular 
Sophia Littlejohn—Alney’s ‘clever girl’—emerging from adolescence to marriage. 
An intelligent balance is maintained between the many personalities and the environ- 
ment which produced them, and a plausible picture of a prosperous industrial 
community in the ‘twenties emerges. 


NO BARRIER. Eleanor Dark. Collins (Sydney, Australia, and London), 16s. 
1953. 22 cm. 384 pages. 


The centre of interest in this Australian novel is the Mannion family of Beltrasna, a 
pastoral property in New South Wales. The period is 1808-14, when, with the

opening up of a route through the mountains, the barrier to western expansion was 
penetrated. Many of the secondary characters actually played their part in the history 
of the colony, from Governors Bligh and Macquarie downwards; and historical 
events are carefully sketched in, as in Mrs. Dark’s earlier novels, to lend greater 
verisimilitude to what is often an exciting account of an adventurous time. 


CRY OUT OF THE DEPTHS. Georges Duhamel. Translated from the 
French by E. F. Bozman. Dent, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 216 pages. 


M. Duhamel traces the career of Felix Tallerand, a director of a French patent medicine 
firm, over the last twenty years. We follow Tallerand as—in the name of “business 
enterprise’—he exploits the outbreak of war to his own advantage, collaborates with 
the Germans, and persuades a Jewish co-director, who he knows is probably destined 
for a concentration camp, to part with his shares. Although he makes no claim to have 
created a character of pure evil, M. Duhamel has, in fact, modestly succeeded in 
doing what so many authors have ambitiously essayed and failed to do. 


SURFACE! Alexander Fullerton. Peter Davies, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


This accomplished first book relates the operational adventures of a British submarine, 
H.M.S. Seahound, in Far Eastern waters in the later part of the last war. She was a 
happy as well as a lucky ship. All her patrols ‘came off’ and she ended up with sinking 
a Japanese cruiser. The characterisation of her officers and men, never exaggerated, 
has such a ring of conviction as to make the book (though described as a novel) 
resemble one of the more factual narratives of warfare at sea. 


THE LESSER INFORTUNE. Rayner Heppenstall. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 
19°6 cm. 272 pages. 

This story is about war, but about war as inaction rather than action—the inaction 
of patients in a military psychiatric hospital. The narrator is a writer, and the book 
voices the viewpoint of intellectuals who cannot fit into the military machine—or, 
indeed, into any strictly disciplinary machine. Life in the army and the hospital, 
and in the ‘bohemian’ circles of wartime London, is described factually but with a 
pleasant objective humour. 


SHEPHERD’S HEY and Other Stories. Gwyn Jones. Staples Press, 10s.6d. 
1953. 20°3 cm. 243 pages. 

Most of the seven stories concern people who still lead comparatively primitive 
existences in outlying parts of the British Isles. These shepherds, wanderers, and 
farmers, with their dogs and small possessions, are hard in their hearts because of 
the hardness of their lives, but their fierceness is given meaning, a ‘rightness’, by the 
starkness against which it is displayed—sea, rock, and windy waste. If Mr. Jones’s 
writing sometimes slips into a too facile poetry, it is for the most part direct and 
powerful. 


A POWER OF ROSES. Ruth Park. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, 
and London), 16s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 217 pages. 

Miss Park chooses Sydney as the setting for her fourth novel, once more giving her 

readers insight into the ugliness as well as the beauty of life in a slum. Her heroine is 

shown growing up in the unwholesome environment of The Jerusalem, a derelict inn 

become tenement, in the shadow and rumble of Sydney’s great bridge. A cross section 
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of the depressed classes, good and bad, old and young, but all pitifully poor, is brought 
to life, and some of the characters will be remembered with affection. Realism and 
romance mingle, but romance predominates at the end. 


THE KNOTTED CORD. Jerzy Pietrkiewicz. Heinemann, 7s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 274 pages. 
Although he has already written several books in his native Polish language, this is 
Jerzy Pietrkiewicz’s first novel in English. He tells—in prose that has much of the 
evocativeness and subtlety of poetry—the story of a boyhood in a Polish village. 
Bronek is born to a woman almost past childbirth, is dedicated to St. Anthony and 
made to wear a monk’s habit; he has many contacts with the strange customs 
and superstitions of the peasantry, and finally—through his mother’s death—solves the 
mystery of his ‘difference’ from the other village people. This is a sad, but not a 
gloomy book, and it gives an insight into a fascinating and little-known way of life. 


HELLEBORE THE CLOWN. Maurice Rowdon. Chatto & Windus, 
10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 218 pages. 


This tale of an aging but still famous clown’s “come-back’ at a Paris music hall is 
written with an intelligence that gives freshness to the old theme of ‘the broken 
heart behind the painted laugh’. The character of the clown, who is accused of being 
indirectly responsible for his son’s death in the war, is drawn unsentimentally and 
even harshly, but convincingly; the other characters—virtuosi and performers—are 
all tellingly sketched in. The book has a shimmering liveliness—realistic without 
being representational—reminiscent of the pointilliste type of oil painting. 


THE ANGEL WHO PAWNED HER HARP. Charles Terrot. Collins, 
10s.6d. 1953. 19.7 cm. 189 pages. 


An extravaganza, completely improbable and completely endearing, set in the East 
End of London and introducing several typical characters. Chief of these are a Jewish 
pawnbroker, whose very serious hobby is collecting and repairing antique musical 
boxes, and his weedy young assistant, browbeaten by his mother but longing for a 
manly life. A beautiful young angel comes into the pawnshop and raises money on 
her harp, and thereafter everybody’s life is subtly changed for the better. The author 
is to be congratulated on his legerdemain in keeping spinning the elements of fantasy, 
psychological realism, wit and pathos, and providing a most original piece of enter- 
tainment. 


REPRINTS 


THE HEART IS A LONELY HUNTER. Carson McCullers. Reprint. 
Cresset Press, 158. 1953. 20°3 cm. 356 pages. 


Miss McCullers is one of America’s most outstanding and certainly most original 
writers. This full-length novel (first published in 1943) is set in a small town in the 
south, and its chief motif is how four very different people are attracted through some 
inner need to visit and confide in a deaf-and-dumb man: a café proprietor whose 

ersonal problems are various; a consumptive and highly educated negro doctor 
ecaten to achieve justice for his oppressed race; another ‘revolutionary’ more 
dissolute but equally fanatical in a different way; and a musical adolescent girl. 
The deaf-mute is a simple and almost saint-like character who, nevertheless, has his 
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own passionate emotional life, too. This is a complex and extremely moving study 
of feeling and behaviour, in which the author’s compassion never at any point blurs 
her realism and piercing insight. 


PLAIN OR RINGLETS. R. S. Surtees. Folio Society, 30s. 1953. 22°9 cm. 
463 pages. 12 colour plates by John Leech. 


Two of Surtees’s most redoubtable huntsmen, Jock Haggish and Jonathan Jobling, 
appear in this novel, which contains as usual many hunting scenes and much robust 
farcical comedy. It provides also entertaining accounts of early Victorian amusements, 
from dances, picnics and regattas to the sea-bathing in which—to Surtees’s horror— 
even young ladies took part. It was his last novel but one, first published in 1860 and 
it is the fifth to appear in this very handsome Folio Society edition. The original 
illustrations by John Leech have been printed by collotype and skilfully coloured 
by hand. 


A SHILLING FOR CANDLES. Josephine Tey. Reprint. Peter Davies, 
gs.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 250 pages. 

The late Josephine Tey excelled at providing an intriguing problem in detection 
combined with a human and entirely convincing approach to character. The locale 
of this early work (1936) is the coast of Kent where a world famous film star is found 
drowned—but not accidentally. The obvious suspect is a penniless young man who 
was her guest at the time and to whom she had left money, but a curious phrase 
in her will about ‘candles’ suggests other possibilities. Inspector Grant has many 
anxious moments before the criminal’s identity—unforeseen but extremely logical— 
is discovered. An engaging and well constructed story. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 


THE SILVER CURLEW. Eleanor Farjeon. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 
1953. 22*2 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations by Ernest H. Shepard. Endpaper drawings. 


This story, suitable for children from seven to ten (particularly girls) derives from 
Eleanor Farjeon’s successful play of the same name. Park folk tale, part fairy story, 
its background is Norfolk in olden days, and it concerns two little girls—Doll, 
pretty and idle, who becomes Queen of Norfolk by pretending to be a wonderful 
flax-spinner, and Poll, lively and practical, who rescues her sister from the dilemmas 
caused by her deception; the silver curlew is a magic bird which Poll tends when it 
is wounded. The dialogue is somewhat archaic and affected, but many may find that 
this adds ‘atmosphere’ to the numerous exciting and comic incidents the plot provides. 


UNDER DRAKE’S FLAG. A Tale of the Spanish Main. THE 
TREASURE OF THE INCAS. A Story of Adventure in Peru. G. A. Henty. 
Slightly abridged edition. Latimer House, 6s. each. 1953. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
Frontispiece. 


These are two good typical Henty stories. In the first, the young hero’s attempt 
to rescue shipwrecked sailors constrains Sir Francis Drake to include him in his 
expedition to Nombre de Dios and, later, in the famous voyage round the world. 
In the second, the hero is helped by a Peruvian to find treasure lost by the Incas 
when secreting it from the Spanish invaders of the sixteenth century. There is enough 
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adventure in these stories to make Henty as popular with modern boys in their teens 
as he was with boys a generation ago. 


CLEVER MR. TWINK. Freda Hurt. Epworth Press, 73.64. 19$3. 19 cm. 
123 pages. Illustrations by Nina Scott Langley. 


A new writer has had the ingenious idea of combining a ‘detective’ story and an 
animal story. Mr. Twink is a very clever cat who helps his friend Sergeant Boffer, 
a public spirited, hard working, but not very imaginative dog, in the exciting business 
of tracking down a dastardly gang of rats, who are causing much havoc in their 
village. All the animals and birds who take part in the drema are amusingly and 
cleverly portrayed, and this brisk, well written and refreshingly unsentimental little 
tale should please children from eight to ten. 


THE GOLDEN MONKEY. Frank Knight. Macmillan, 10s.6d. 1953. 
20°3 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations by J. S. Goodall. Map. Diagram. 


This is the story of Johnny Spinner who sails to Australia as cabin boy in the Merry 
Maiden, one of the new sailing ships of a hundred years ago, to try to find his missing 
father, but it is the graphic description of the journey to Melbourne and back that 
makes the book worth reading several times over. The map of the world showing 
the prevailing winds and the route of the Merry Maiden adds interest to her passage 
through calms and storms halfway round the globe, and the diagram of the principal 
sails of a clipper ship is useful. This book will be enjoyed by boys of any age who 
feel drawn to the sea. 


DR. DOLITTLE’S PUDDLEBY ADVENTURES. Hugh Lofting. 
Cape, 9s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 256 pages. Coloured frontispiece and black-and-white 
illustrations by the author. 


No one could disagree with Mrs. Lofting’s opinion, which she expresses in a short 
foreword, that this final selection of her late husband’s animal stories and illustrations 
contains some of his best work. It is safe to say that these eight ‘yarns’ (none of which 
has appeared in book form before) will delight all readers from seven to seventy who 
appreciate animal intelligence. Four of them are about dogs—Rover the Sea Dog, 
Dapple the Dalmatian, Kling the dog detective,and a Dog Ambulance. The other four 
are entitled “The Crested Screamers’, “The Green Breasted Martins’, “The Story of 
the Maggot’ and “The Lost Boy’. 


Non-Fiction 


THE GIRL’S HANDBOOK OF PLAY IDEAS AND THINGS- 
TO-DO. THE BOY’S HANDBOOK OF PLAY IDEAS AND 
THINGS-TO-DO. Caroline Horowitz. Chatto & Windus, 6s. each. 1953. 
24 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations in colour. 


These are the second pair in the series and are for children from nine to thirteen. 
There are thirty ‘things-to-do’ in each and only the useful Bulletin Board is included 
in both. The younger ones in this age group will probably try to make everything, 
but the older children will most enjoy testing their skill with the Bookplate, Sweet 
Pea Corsage, Silhouette Portraits and Party Place Cards in the Girl’s Handbook, the 
Sundial, Kite, Puppets and Puppet Theatre in the Boy’s Handbook. With a little 
imagination all these ideas can, of course, be enlarged upon and varied in many 
ways to give endless amusement. 
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THE BOY’S BOOK OF THE NAVY. Lieut.-Commander P. K. Kemp. 
Burke, 8s.6d. 1953. 25°6 cm. 192 pages. Numerous illustrations. 


Designed for ages thirteen to sixteen this book, by the Admiralty Archivist, illustrates 
the work of the Navy largely by incidents drawn from the war of 1939-45. The 
aspects treated include battleship duties, Naval Aviation, the work of cruisers, 
destroyers, frigates, light craft and submarines, and there is a chapter on the Royal 
Marines. There is a glimpse of the Admiralty itself from within, and as the information 
is authoritative the book can be recommended as a lively conspectus. 


KING ARTHUR AND HIS KNIGHTS OF THE ROUND 
TABLE. Newly retold out of the old romances by Roger Lancelyn Green. 
Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 288 pages. 38 illustrations by Lotte Reiniger. 
Paper bound. (Puffin Story Books) 


Although the stories of Arthur have been retold so often, Mr. Green’s book is welcome 
and unusual, for he has gone back to the medieval romances for his material and has 
used not only Malory’s Morte d’Arthur but Sir Gawain and the Green Knight, the 
Conte du Graal and other poems and tales in Middle English, Welsh, French and 
German. The adventures of Arthur, Lancelot, Tristram and the rest, full of chivalry 
and peril, treachery and magic, are retold in a clear, pleasant style which makes 
them likely to hold the attention of readers of any age over twelve or so. 


YOUR FIRST GARDEN. Plants and Gardening for Young People. 
George Righton Kingbourn. Dobson, 9s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 180 pages. 12 drawings 
by the author. 10 photographs. Index. 


Many life-long gardening enthusiasts of the future will owe their introduction to a 
fascinating hobby to this excellent book, which, though designed primarily for the 
absolute beginner of ten and upwards, contains much to interest older readers. 
The author explains the purpose of botanical nomenclature, outlines the history 
of gardening in Britain ak in other countries, and gives essentially practical advice on 
indoor gardening (the pressing, preserving, painting and photographing of specimens) 
and on the cultivation of bulbs, annuals, perennials and shrubs, with lists of plants 
suitable for young and impecunious gardeners.
